SENATE  BILLS 


S.B.  1.  HARPER.  Adds  Sec.  702a,  C.  C.  P.,  re  redemption  of  property  sold  under 
trust  deed. 

l'rovides  if  beneficiary  under  a  deed  of  trust  bids  in  property  for  less  than 
indebtedness,  borrower  is  permitted  to  redeem  within  12  months  upon  same  terms 
as  judgment  debtor. 

B.B.  2.  INMAN.    Amends  Sec.  3664a,  Pol.  C,  re  taxation  of  public  utilities. 

Creates  new  classification  of  separately  operated  steam  railroads  not  exceeding 
250  miles  in  length  to  be  taxed  at  4.0  per  cent  of  gross  receipts. 
Makes  other  changes  in  gross  receipts  tax  rates  as  follows: 
Street  railways  from  5.25  per  cent  to  3.3  per  cent ; 
Other  railroads  from  7  per  cent  to  5.8  per  cent; 
Car  companies  from  5.25  per  cent  to  6.6. per  cent; 
Express  companies  from  1  per  cent  to  0.6  per  cent ; 
Telegraph  and  telephone  companies  from  5.5  per  cent  to  6.2  per  cent ; 
Gas  and  electric  companies  from  7.5  per  cent  to  11.2  per  cent. 
Provides  for  rate  of  5.8  per  cent  on  short-line  steam  railroads  in  case  courts 
determine  classification  of  short-line  steam  railroads  for  lower  rate  unconstitutional.

Repeals  Act  6201a,  re  completion  or  alteration  of  unfinished 
public  buildings. 

S.B.  4.  SLATER.  Amends  Sec.  3716,  Pol.  C,  re  outlawing  of  tax  liens  after  thirty 
years. 

Reenacts  1931  amendment,  omitting  clause  which  postpones  effectiveness  of 
section  for  one  year. 

Declares  that  it  is  enacted  under  Sec.  31b  of  Art.  IV  of  Constitution,  and  is 
not  intended  as  disavowal  of  validity  of  1931  amendment.

S.B.  5.  BREED.  New  act,  re  calling  special  election  for  submission  of  an  amend- 
ment to  the  State  Constitution.

Reduces  maximum  rates  as  follows:  elementary  school  districts,  24  cents  for 
school  purposes  other  than  buildings,  except  where  kindergartens  maintained  36 
cents ;  high  school  districts,  60  cents ;  junior  college  districts,  40  cents ;  thereby 
effecting  reduction  of  20  per  cent  in  each  such  rate. 

S.B.  7.  McKINLEY,  EDWARDS  and  DUVAL.    Amends  Sec.  2924,  adds  Sees.

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S.B.  8.  DEUEL.    Amends  Sees.  3740,  3751,  3756,  3817  and  3817a,  Pol.  C,  re  tax 

penalties. 

Eliminates  April  20  delinquency  penalties  on  both  installments,  first  installment 
plus  10  per  cent  additional  to  bear  interest  at  two-thirds  of  one  per  cent  per  month 
from  December  5  until  paid ;  second  installment  to  bear  interest  at  same  rate  from 

April  20  until  paid. 

Eliminates  present  graduated  redemption  penalties  and  7  per  cent  interest,  and 

provides  for  redemption  on  payment  of  taxes  plus  penalty  and  interest  provided  in 
Sec.  3750  as  amended,  and  for  extension  of  redemption  period  on  payment  of  taxes 

plus  said  interest.

S.B.  15.  HARPER.    Amends  Sec.  3817,  Pol.  C,  re  tax  penalties. 

Reduces  present  graduated  redemption  penalties  from  10  per  cent.  20  per  irnt.

Appropriates  half  of  such  moneys  to  counties  in  accordance  with  Sec.  13,  Act 
2964,  and  remainder  to  State  highway  construction  fund. 

Under  the  two  acts,  if  this  bill  is  adopted,  each  county  would  receive  $30,000, 
instead  of  $20,000,  for  the  first  3500  registrations  in  the  county. 

The  effect  of  this  bill  would  be  to  divide  the  total  gasoline  tax  equally  between 
the  State  and  counties.

Prohibits  district  attorneys  from  prosecuting  or  defending  any  civil  action  aris- 
ing out  of  any  matter  coming  under  his  jurisdiction  as  district  attorney  except 
those  in  which  he  is  a  party. 

S.B.  20.  JESPERSEN.    Amends  Sees.  1,  2,  3,  5,  10,  11,  12,  12a,  17,  20a ;  adds  Sec. 

lib;  repeals  Sees.  9a  to  9d,  inclusive,  Act  112,  "California  Real  Estate 
Act,"  re  real  estate  brokers  and  salesmen,  directory  thereof,  real  estate 
subdivisions. 

Advertising  or  assuming  to  act  as  a  broker  or  salesman,  without  license,  made 
unlawful ;  advertising  or  using  words  indicating  that  advertiser  or  user  is  a  licensed 
real  estate  broker  or  salesman,  when  not  so  licensed,  made  unlawful.

At  present  unexpended  balance  in  excess  of  $50,000  in  real  estate  fund  paid  to 
general  fund  once  a  year.    Bill  would  change  exempted  amount  to  $100,000.

C,  county  government  bill,  Santa  Bar- 
bara County,  sixteenth  class. 
Skeleton  bill. 


S.B.  25.  EDWARDS.  Amends  title  and  Sees.  11,  12,  17,  19,  20,  21,  22,  31  and  32 
of,  and  adds  Sees.  9a,  16a,  16b,  27a,  to  Act  1288  "The  General  Cemetery 
Act." 

Title  amended  by  adding  thereto  provisions  relating  to  method  of  establishing 
new  cemeteries,  defining  perpetual  care  cemeteries,  and  providing  penalties  for  viola- 
tion of  the  act.

Application  to  set  forth  infor- 
mation showing  qualifications  and  experience  of  persons  to  be  in  charge  of  cemetery, 
whether  for  profit,  map,  financial  statement,  plans,  etc. 

Sec.  11.  Added  provisions  that  cemetery  property  vest  in  heirs  of  plot  owners 
without  probate  proceedings.  Affidavit  by  next  of  kin  of  deceased  record  owner, 
filed  with  cemetery  is  authority  for  cemetery  to  permit  use  of  unoccupied  portion  of 
plot.  Cemetery  property  exempt  from  provisions  of  C.  C.  P.  1723,  relating  to 
establishment  of  fact  of  death. 

Sec.  12.  Provides  that  where  burial  plot  is  transferred  to  individual  owner  by  a 
cemetery  corporation  and  is  held  as  a  separate  plot,  it  shall  be  indivisible.

Authorizes 
county  purchasing  agent  or  board  of  supervisors  to  purchase  equipment,  materials 
or  supplies  from  Department  of  Public  Works.

Supervisors  no  longer  ex  officio  road  commissioners  in  their  supervisorial  dis- 
tricts. 

Survey  of  county  roads  taken  from  duties  of  county  surveyor. 
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S.B.  37.  SEA  WELL.  New  act,  re  spreading  of  work  in  the  State  service  and  relief 
of  unemployment. 

Thirty-hour  week  (five  days  of  six  hours  each)  prescribed  for  officers  and 
employees  whose  salaries  are  not  fixed  by  statute.  Exceptions  allowed  in  certain 
cases,  such  as  emergency,  war  service  or  impairment  of  public  service  if  adhered  to. 

Rate  of  compensation  of  such  officers  and  employees  not  to  exceed  local  pre- 
vailing rate  for  like  service. 

Money  saved  thereby,  to  be  expended  in  employment  of  citizens  for  perform- 
ance of  like  services. 

S.B.  38.  SEA  WELL.  Amends  Sees.  3751,  3815,  3816,  3817  and  3817a,  Pol.  C,  re 
tax  penalties. 

Eliminates  present  provisions  for  graduated  redemption  penalties  and  7  per 
cent  interest,  thereby  permitting  redemption  or  extension  of  redemption  period  by 
payment  of  taxes  and  delinquency  penalties. 

S.B.  39.  HARPER.    Amends  Sec.  13,  Act  2964,  re  purposes  for  which  counties 
may  use  funds  received  under  the  1923  two  cent  gasoline  tax  act.

S.B.  40.  HARPER.    Amends  Sec.  13.  Act  2964,  re  use  of  funds  appropriated  to 
counties  from  receipts  of  1923  two  cent  gasoline  tax  act.

S.B.  41.  HARPER.    Amends  Sec.  13,  Act  2964,  re  disposition  of  funds  appropriated 
to  counties  under  the  1923  two  cent  gasoline  tax  act.

Provides  that  counties*  share  of  motor  vehicle  fund  moneys  may  also  be  used 
to  pay  the  prinicipal  on  highway  bonds  and  includes  in  the  enumeration  of  such 
bonds  county,  city  and  district  bonds,  even  though  ad  valorem  special  assessments 
have  been  or  are  to  be  levied  for  the  payment  of  same.

Proceeds  of  bonds  purchased  to  be  used  only  for  purposes  specified  in  Sec.  159. 

A.B.  164,  apparently  identical  bill. 

S.B.  44.  KING.    Amends  Sec.  690,  C.  C.  P.,  re  property  exempt  from  execution 
and  attachment. 
Adds  one  motor  vehicle  up  to  value  of  $500  thereto.

C,  re  compensation  of 
county  officers. 
Skeleton  bill. 

S.B.  410.  CRITTENDEN.  Amends  Sec.  2,  Act  6687,  re  operation  and  maintenance 
of  units  within  Sacramento  and  San  Joaquin  drainage  district. 
Changes  period  during  which  certain  units  within  the  district  shall  be  under 
the  control  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  from  six  to  four  years.  Adds  to  the 
units  the  flood  relief  channels  controlled  by  the  Moulton  and  Colusa  weirs  and  the 
training  levees  thereof.

Provides  commissioner  may  deny,  suspend,  "revoke  broker's  certificate,  forbid 
sale  of  securities,  when  manner  or  method  of  sale  of  securities  would  be  unfair, 
unjust,  or  inequitable  to  purchasers.  Makes  brokers'  certificates,  issued  under  act, 
subject  to  condition  that  applicant  will  desist  from  sale  of  any  security  if  commis- 
sioner finds  after  notice  and  hearing  that  sale,  or  manner  or  method  thereof  would 
be  unfair,  unjust  or  inequitable  to  purchasers. 

Act  now  allows  commissioner  to  delegate  authority  to  "examiner,"  bill  changes 
to  "investigator." 

Provides  that  fee  for  filing  application  for  permit  to  issue  nonpar  stock  may  be 
based  on  actual  value  of  stock  as  determined  by  commissioner.  Eliminates  certain 
obsolete  fee  provisions,  adds  fee  for  acting  as  escrow  holder.  Eliminates  $10  per 
diem  limit  on  fees  of  persons  examining  affairs  of  corporation.  Eliminates  fee  for 
approval  of  request  for  trading  in  security. 

A.B.  1376  apparently  identical  bill. 

S.B.  417.  SEAWELL.    Adds  Sees.  488a,  952a,  Pen.  C,  re  petty  thefts. 

Sec.  488a.  Person  who  commits  series  of  petty  thefts  as  part  of  the  same 
transaction  shall  be  guilty  of  a  felony. 

Sec.  952a.  When  a  series  of  petty  thefts  are  charged  it  may  be  alleged  that 
defendant  employed  same  or  similar  methods  as  part  of  the  same  transaction  and 
series  of  thefts.    Jury  may  find  defendant  guilty  on  any  or  all  of  the  charges. 

S.B.  418.  GORDON.  Amends  Sec.  1,  Act  3738,  re  standard  form  fire  insurance 
policy. 

Deletes  from  standard  form  provisions  which  limit  liability  of  company  to 
actual  cash  value  of  loss,  deletes  provisions  for  compulsory  arbitration  in  case 
of  loss. 
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S.B.  419.  GORDON.    Amends  Sees.  2756,  2757,  C.  C,  re  fire  insurance  policies. 

Requires  valuation  in  all  fire  insurance  policies,  in  absence  thereof  maximum 
amount  stated  in  policy  is  valuation  of  property. 

S.B.  420.  GORDON.    Amends  Sec.  2758,  C.  C,  re  fire  insurance  policies. 

Provides  that  no  breach  of  any  provision  of  fire  insurance  policy,  or  applica- 
tion therefor,  upon  personal  property  shall  affect  contract  unless  contributed 
to  bring  about  destruction  of  property  insured. 

S.B.  421.  SCHOTTKY,  CRITTENDEN,  HAYS  and  BUSH.  New  act,  re  State 
highways. 

Declares  public  highway  from  Fresno  in  Fresno  County,  to  Tracy,  in  San 
Joaquin  County,  via  Mendota,  Dos  Palos,  Newman,  Crows  Landing  and  Vernalis, 
to  be  a  State  highway  and  under  management  and  control  of  Department  of  Public 
Works.  Appropriates  $50,000  to  make  survey,  and  to  purchase  necessary  rights  of 
way  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

S.B.  422.  RILEY.    Amends  Sec.  4.702,  Sell.  C,  re  use  of  school  moneys. 

Provides  for  return  to  county  general  fund  of  all  unexpended  balance  of  40 
per  cent  of  county  school  moneys  permitted  to  be  used  for  other  than  payment  of 
teachers'  salaries. 

S.B.  423.  RILEY.  Amends  Sees.  408,  4130,  Pol  C,  re  furnishing  of  certificates  of 
chattel  mortgages  or  assignments  thereof  of  migratory  chattels  to  county 
recorders. 

Deletes  provision  that  Secretary  of  State  shall  furnish  form  of  certificate  re 
migratory  chattels.    Provides  certificate  to  be  made  by  recorder. 

S.B.  424.  RILEY.  Amends  Sec.  2528,  Pol.  C,  re  San  Francisco  Harbor  improve- 
ment fund. 

Provides  that  fund  shall  be  expended  "subject  to  the  provisions  of  Sees.  675a, 
675b,  677,  677a,  678,  679  and  680  of  this  code,"  relating  to  the  control  of  Depart- 
ment of  Finance  over  accounts,  budgets,  and  other  fiscal  matters. 

S.B.  425.  RILEY.  Adds  Sec.  675.1,  Pol.  C,  repeals  Act  3726,  re  fire  insurance  on 
State  property. 

Provides  that  Director  of  Finance  may  authorize  officer,  board,  commission,  or 
department  to  insure  State  property  in  its  custody  or  control  against  damage  by  fire. 
Forbids  such  insurance  otherwise,  except  as  provided  by  law. 

Repealed  act  forbids  any  such  insurance. 

S.B.  426.  RILEY.    Amends  Sec.  351,  adds  Sec.  351a,  Pol.  C,  re  official  bonds. 

Sec.  351.  Deletes  provisions  re  official  bonds  of  chiefs  of  divisions,  deputies 
and  other  employees. 

Sec.  351a.  Provides  Director  of  Finance  may  require  bond  of  person  who 
handles  or  has  access  to  any  property  of  the  State.  Head  of  each  department  may 
require  additional  bond  of  subordinate. 

S.B.  427.  STOW,  SEAWELL,  PERRY,  RILEY,  PIEROVICH,  PARKMAN  and 
TICKLE.  New  act,  re  employment  of  husband  and  wife  by  State  or 
political  subdivision. 

Provides  that  when  one  spouse  employed  in  public  office  the  other  may  not 
receive  compensation  for  any  public  office. 

S.B.  428.  JONES.  Amends  Sec.  4041.7,  repeals  Sec.  2653,  Pol.  C,  re  county  taxes 
for  road  and  highway  purposes. 

Deletes  provision  authorizing  boards  of  supervisors  to  levy  the  40-cent  tax  for 
highway  purposes  which  is  levied  on  all  taxable  property  in  the  county  and  the 
special  road  fund  tax  which  is  levied  on  all  property  outside  of  incorporated  cities. 
The  latter  tax  is  limited  to  20  cents  on  the  $100  unless  a  petition  of  the  majority 
of  the  property  owners  of  any  road  district  is  filed  with  the  supervisors,  in  which 
event  an  additional  20  cents  tax  may  be  levied.

Permits  taxpayer  to  pay  real  property  taxes  in  semiannual,  quarterly  or 
monthly  installments,  by  filing  with  the  tax  collector,  between  November  1  and 

December  1,  written  application  accompanied  by  fee  to  cover  costs  of  collection. 

S.B.  430.  SWING.    New  act,  re  funds  for  destitute  people. 

Levies  a  tax  upon  gross  sales  of  tangible  personal  property  until  July  30,  1935, 
as  follows : 

One  fourth  of  1  per  cent  on  monthly  sales  of  $1,000  to  $50,000 ; 
One-fifth  of  1  per  cent  on  monthly  sales  from  $50,000  to  $200,000; 
One-sixth  of  1  per  cent  on  monthly  sales  in  excess  of  $200,000. 
Exempts  sales  by  farmers  who  sell  their  own  products. 

Provides  that  act  be  administered  by  State  Board  of  F'qualization  and  State 
Controller. 

Declares  that  the  revenues  be  credited  to  a  fund  set  apart  to  furnish  relief  and 

aid  to  destitute  people  resulting  from  unemployment. 
Declares  act  urgency  measure. 
A.B.  1108,  apparently  identical  bill. 

S.B.  431.  DIFAXI.    Amends  Sec.  331,  0.  C,  re  assessment  of  shares  of  mutual 

water  corporations.

3,  Act  4749,  Workmen's  Compensation, 
Insurance  and  Safety  Act  of  1917,  re  compensable  occupational  diseases. 

Limits  compensable  occupational  diseases  to  those  caused  and  arising  out  of 
particular  employment  during  time  when  disease  manifests  itself.

Such  allocation  to  be  one-third  to  the  county  and 
two-thirds  to  the  State,  the  latter  allocation  credited  to  the  credit  of  the  highway 
fund,  to  be  expended  by  the  Division  of  Highways  for  highway  purposes.  Hearing 
before  revocation  of  license,  provided  for  and  court  costs  incurred  in  enforcing  act 
to  be  paid  out  of  fuel  tax  enforcement  fund.    Short  title  added. 

S.B.  562.  BREED.  Amends  Sec.  1,  Act  3263a,  re  expenditure  of  moneys  for  high- 
way purposes. 

Provides  that  all  money  received  from  the  Federal  government  as  the  result  of 
the  fulfillment  of  cooperative  agreements  between  the  State  and  Federal  government 
for  highway  purposes  shall  be  expended  upon  the  primary  and  secondary  State 
highways,  and  within  the  northern  and  southern  groups  of  counties,  as  provided 
with  respect  to  expenditure  of  other  State  highway  funds.

Provides  that  all  money  available  for  highway  purposes  shall  be  deposited  in  a 
State  highway  fund.  General  administration  expenses  of  the  California  Highway 
Commission  and  all  costs  of  maintenance  of  State  highways  to  be  paid  out  of  said 
fund. 

Balance  of  State  highway  fund  to  be  credited  to  State  highway  construction 
fund.  50  per  cent  of  said  fund  to  be  expended  on  primary  highways ;  remaining 
50  per  cent  to  be  expended  on  secondary  highways.    Permits  interchange  of  funds 
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between  the  two  types  of  highways  to  the  extent  of  10  per  cent  of  the  funds 
available. 

Changes  the  present  law  which  allocates  75  per  cent  of  the  funds  available  for 
highway  construction  and  maintenance  to  primary  highways  and  25  per  cent  to 
secondary  highways.

Provides  for  issuance  of  $20,000,000  of  State  bonds,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may 
be  necessary,  to  create  the  unemployment  relief  loan  fund  to  allow  emergency  unem- 
ployment relief  loans  to  counties  and  municipalities  as  provided  in  S.B.  688.

Proper  insurance, 
bond,  deposit  evidenced  by  certificate  of  responsibility  issued  by  insurance  carrier 
oi  surety  company,  or  by  division  as  depositary  of  securities.  Certificate  of  respon- 
sibility prerequisite  to  registration  of  motor  vehicle. 

Provides  for  execution  against  insurance  or  surety  company  or  securities 
deposited  on  judgment  against  insured  for  damages  covered  by  policy,  bonds,  securi- 
ties, judgment  to  be  procured  by  proceeding  before  a  commissioner  similar  to  that 
under  workman's  compensation  act,  or  by  civil  action  as  at  present. 

Commissioner's  judgment  enforcible  by  application  to  superior  court. 

Provides  for  notice  to  Department  of  Motor  Vehicles  when  action  brought 
against  motor  vehicle  owner.  Notice,  followed  by  copy  of  complaint  or  application 
to  commissioner,  creates  lien  on  policy,  bond,  securities,  to  extent  of  final  judgment, 
not  exceeding  coverage  above  set  forth.  Provides  for  suspension  of  registration, 
award  of  punitive  damages  for  failure  to  cover  vehicle  with  policy,  bond  or  securities. 

Creates  Automobile  Insurance  Board  consisting  of  three  members,  representing 
Insurance  Commissioner,  Attorney  General,  Department  of  Motor  Vehicles.  Board 
to  approve  coverage  instruments  required  by  bill,  provide  for  administration  of  bill. 

Provisions  of  minimum  rating  act  (Pol.  C.  f!02b)  extended  to  insurance  covered 
by  bill. 

Expense  of  administration  of  bill  to  be  defrayed  by  additional  registration  fee, 
not  exceeding  10  cents  per  license. 

Creates  office  of  Commissioner  of  Automobile  Damage  Claims,  as  part  of 
Department  of  Motor  Vehicles.  Commissioner  to  be  appointed  by  Governor,  serve 
for  four-year  term;  receives  salary  fixed  by  law  for  superior  judge  of  county  of 
first  and  one-half  class.  Commissioner  to  organize  staff  for  purpose  of  hearing 
claims  and  making  or  denying  awards  of  damage  under  provisions  of  bill. 

Schedule  of  damage  awards  prescribed. 

Act  to  take  effect  January  1,  1934.

S.C.A.  12.  BUSH,  IXGELS,  MORAN,  ALLEN,  DUVAL,  HAYS  and  SWING. 
Amends  Sec.  6,  Art  VI,  re  superior  courts. 
Provides  for  legislative  consolidation  of  superior  courts  in  counties  of  less  than 
20,000  population,  if  such  counties  are  contiguous,  and  for  the  election  of  judges 
thereof. 


S.C.A.  13.  SCHOTTKY,  CRITTENDEN  and  JESPERSEN.  Amend*  Sec.  6, 
Art.  IX,  re  funds  for  support  of  public  schools. 

Removes  all  mandatory  provisions  for  county  school  taxes,  but  authorizes  Legis- 
lature to  provide  for  county  and  district  taxes.

Requires  that  veteran  must  have  been  a  bona  fi<le  resident  of  this  State  at  the 
time  of  his  entry  into  service  in  order  to  be  allowed  a  $1,000  property  exemption.

Legislature  is  authorized  to  delegate  to  any  governmental  fish  and  game  agency, 
the  power  of  redisricting  and  fixing  of  closed  and  open  seasons. 

S.C.A.  27.  GORDON.  Amends  Sec.  1.  Art.  XIII,  re  taxation  of  State  agricultural 
property. 

Provides  that  any  county  or  municipality  may  tax  State  property  if  used  for 
agricultural  purposes,  excepting  only  that  used  for  experimental  and  educational 
purposes. 

S.C.A.  28.  CRITTENDEN.  Adds  Sec.  20.  Art.  XI.  re  legislative  limitations  on 
expenditures  by   any   political   subdivision   and  collection   of  taxes  and 

assessments. 

The  Legislature  is  given  power  to  limit  county,  city,  and  district  expenditures, 
and  to  provide  for  the  assessing  and  collection  of  taxes  or  special  assessments  exclu- 
sively by  those  collecting  and  assessing  for  county  purposes.

S.C.A.  34.  TICKLE,  STOW  and  PARKMAN.  Adds  Sec.  7J,  Art.  XI,  re  consoli- 
dation of  political  subdivisions. 
Provides  procedure  for  consolidation  of  two  or  moi-e  counties,  cities  and 
counties,  or  incorporated  cities,  or  any  combination  thereof.  Provides  for  submis- 
sion of  consolidation  to  a  vote  of  the  residents  of  such  political  subdivisions,  and 
for  amendments  and  surrender  of  articles  of  consolidation.

Provision  for  $100  a  month  salary  deleted,  and  amount  left  blank. 

S.C.A.  37.  INMAN.    Adds  Sec.  5,  Art.  XIII,  re  tax  exemption  of  owner's  dwelling. 

Provides  for  a  $1,000  assessed  valuation  exemption  of  dwelling  in  which  owner 
resides  and  land  on  which  it  is  situated.  Allows  only  one  such  exemption  to  each 
person  or  group.

Interest  on  bonds  to  be  not  more  than  0  per  cent  per  annum. 

Act  does  not  apply  to  bonds  (1)  issued  by  any  flood  control,  irrigation,  rec- 
lamation, sanitary,  sanitation,  or  other  district  in  nature  of  a  public  corporation, 
(2)  issued  where  bonds  have  been  voted  by  either  a  majority  or  two-thirds  vote 
of  the  electors  of  the  district.

Adds  new  chapter  authorizing  issuance  of  State  bonds  to  provide  money  for 
reimbursing  State  and  counties  for  delinquent  taxes,  penalties  and  interest  unpaid 
each  year.

Provides  for  quarterly  installments  of  real  property  taxes,  payable  November 
1,  February  1,  May  1,  August  1,  and  delinquent  December  5,  March  5,  June  5, 
and  September  5,  respectively.

Before  any  sums  are  expended  for  the  payment  of  bonds,  the  legislative  body  of 
the  county  or  city  is  required  by  a  resolution  adopted  by  a  four-fifths  vote  to  deter- 
mine that  the  streets,  roads,  highways,  bridges  or  culverts  for  which  said  bonds  were 
issued  are  of  general  county  or  city  use  as  the  ease  may  be.

Assess-I 
ments  levied  on  every  association  annually  in  December  at  rate  of  one-twentieth  per' 
cent  of  average  amount  owing  depositors  less  capital  and  surplus,  with  $500  minimum, ' 
until  fund  contains  $10,000,000  exclusive  of  cash  pledged  for  payment  of  assessments. 
Notice  of  assessment  sent  at  same  time  as  assessments  under  Building  and  Loan 
Act.    Assessments  made  payable  before  ensuing  January  30th.  with  penalty  of  50" 
per  cent  for  delayed  payment.    Upon  failure  to  pay.  pledged  cash  or  bonds  are 
to  be  applied  to  payment.    Balance  of  pledged  cash  or  bond  applied  to  credit  of 
defaulting  association  unless  association  fails  to  remit  full  amount  of  assessment 
and  penalty  and  replenish  pledged  securities  or  cash  within  00  days  after  January 
31,  in  which  case  balance  is  forfeited  to  fund. 

Upon  failure  of  association  to  pay  assessment,  commissioner  shall  examine 
it  and  take  proper  action  if  he  finds  it  insolvent. 

When  fund  below  $5.000. (K)O,  additional  assessments,  not  more  than  five  annu- 
ally, must  be  made  where  necessary  to  pay  losses. 

When  association  is  unable  to  pay  depositors,  commissioner  is  to  issue  to  depos- 
itor, on  proof,  certificates  showing  amount  due  from  association. 

After  liquidation  of  association,  losses  to  investors  shall  be  paid  first  from 
pledged  securities,  then  from  fund.  Certificates  shall  bear  (i  per  cent  interest 
until  publication  of  notice  of  redemption  by  commissioner.  When  fund  is  insuf- 
ficient to  pay  certificates,  payment  shall  be  pro  rata  until  next  assessment  avail- 
able. Fund  subrogated  to  rights  of  certificate  holders  on  payment,  with  3  per  cent 
interest  from  date  of  payment  by  fund. 
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Solvent  association  entitled  to  return  of  pledged  securities  or  cash  on  liquida- 
tion, after  payment  of  assessments  and  investors.  Associations  entitled  to  income 
from  pledged  securities,  interest  on  pledged  cash. 

Commissioner  shall  provide  necessary  papers,  employ  necessary  assistance, 
make  necessary  rules  and  regulations  in  administration  of  act.  Administration 
made  charge  on  guaranty  fund.

5.  Holding  companies  engaging  in  no  other  business  and  not  trading  in  securi- 
ties, public  utilities  and  insurance  companies  taxed  under  Art.  XIII,  Const.,  cor- 
porations organized  for  religious,  charitable,  social,  fraternal,  civic  purpose  and  not 
making  profit  for  interest  holders,  exempted  from  franchise  tax. 

6.  Provides  for  adjustment  of  tax  covering  parts  of  two  calendar  years,  adjust- 
ment of  offsets  allowed  for  property  tax  subsequently  refunded. 

7.  Allows  two  months  extension  for  payment  of  taxes  due  March  15,  1933,  and 
one  month  for  taxes  due  on  April  15,  1933. 

Declares  act  urgency  measure.

4.  Incorporates  Federal  Revenue  Act  of  1932  instead  of  1928  as  basis  for 
deduction  of  exhaustion,  wear  and  tear,  obsolescence  and  depletion  of  property  except 
that  present  basis  is  retained  on  exchange  of  property  where  no  gain  or  loss 
recognized. 

5.  Deduction  for  dividends  received  from  income  arising  out  of  business  done  in 
this  State  limited  to  those  received  from  bank  or  corporation  doing  business  in  this 
State  and  taxable  under  Art.  XIII,  State  Const. 

Delete  provision  for  making  consolidated  return  in  case  of  affiliated  banks  and 
corporations. 

In  computing  gain  or  loss  arising  from  disposition  of  property  : 

1.  Deletes  provisions  limiting  acquisitions  prior  to  January  1,  1928,  to  fair 
market  value  on  that  date. 

2.  Instead  of  providing  for  deduction  as  allowable  under  act  for  exhaustion, 
wear  and  tear,  obsolescence  and  depletion,  provides  for  deduction  for  such  factors 
actually  sustained  subsequent  to  acquisition  of  property. 

3.  Provides  that  gain  or  loss  from  disposition  of  property  shall  be  excess  or 
decrease  of  amount  realized  therefrom  under  basis  provided  by  act,  with  proper 
adjustment  for  property  chargeable  to  capital  account. 
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4.  Provides  that  amount  realized  from  disposition  of  property  shall  be  money 
received  plus  fair  market  price  or  value  of  consideration  other  than  money. 

5.  Provides  that  in  case  of  installment  payments  portion  of  pnyment  represent- 
ing gain  in  year  of  payment  may  be  included  in  gross  income. 

6.  Provides  that  dividends  in  liquidation  of  corporation  be  treated  as  part  or 
full  payment  for  stock. 

7.  Provides  that  gain  or  loss  in  exchange  of  property  or  in  dividends  on  liquida- 
tion of  corporation  be  recognized  only  as  provided  by  Sees.  113  and  114  of  Federal 
income  tax  law. 

8.  Provides  that  distribution  by  corporation  not  in  liquidation  be  applied  to 
reduce  basis  of  stock  ;  if  distribution  is  in  excess  of  basis,  excess  to  be  included  in 
gross  income  in  same  manner  as  gain  from  disposition  of  property.  Same  in  cose 
of  distribution  from  depletion  reserves  based  on  discovery  value  of  mines. 

Extends  time  for  returns  due  March  15,  10.13,  and  April  15.  1933,  to  May  15, 
1033,  without  interest  charge  for  extension. 
Declares  act  urgency  measure. 

A.B.436.  FEIOENBAUM.    Amends  Sees.  5,  6.  12.  13,  20,  21.  25,  27.  20,  30,  31,  33, 
Act  84S8,  Bank  and  Corporation  Franchise  Tax  Act.  re  bank  and  corpora- 
tion franchise  tax  application,  computation,  procedure. 
Redefines  "corporation"  to  cover  all  corporations  taxed  by  bill,  whether  originally 
or  by  amendment  proposed  in  A.B.  434.    Changes  meaning  of  term  "doing  business" 
from  transaction  in  course  of  business  by  domestic  corporation  or  by  locally  quali- 
fied foreign  corporation,  to  actively  engaging  in  transaction  for  purpose  of  financial 
or  pecuniary  gain  or  profit. 

Provides  following  changes  in  authorized  exclusions  from  gross  income  for  pur- 
pose of  computing  net  income  subject  to  tax  : 

1.  Adds  provisions  that  where  proceeds  of  life  insurance  policies  are  held  by  the 
insurer  under  agreement  to  pay  interest,  the  interest  is  included  in  gross  income. 

2.  Where  life  insurance  policy  itself  is  transferred  for  valuable  consideration, 
only  the  actual  value  of  consideration  plus  the  premiums  plus  other  amounts  sub- 
sequently paid  by  the  transferee  should  he  excluded  from  gross  income. 

3.  Stock  dividends  or  subscription  rights  iire  excluded  from  gross  income,  but  the 
proceeds  from  the  sale  thereof,  constituting  gain  or  loss,  may  be  included. 

Provides  that  on  change  of  accounting  period,  taxpayer  shall  make  separate 
return  for  the  time  between  the  close  of  the  old  period  and  the  beginning  of  the  new. 

Adds  provision  that  on  commencement  of  business  within  this  State,  prepay- 
ment of  minimum  franchise  tax  must  be  made  before  filing  of  articles  or  copy  thereof 
with  Secretary  of  State.  On  adjustment  at  end  of  first  taxable  year,  credit  to  be 
allowed  for,  prepayment. 

Under  present  law,  where  taxable  year  less  than  12  months,  return  thereon  is 
basis  of  tax  for  following  year,  only  in  the  proportion  that  the  time  covered  by  the 
return  bears  to  the  length  of  the  following  year.  Bill  provides  that,  except  in  case 
of  reorganization  or  consolidation,  where  first  taxable  year  less  than  12  months,  net 
income  computed  thereon  to  be  basis  of  prepayment  of  tax  for  following  yecr,  but 
adjustment  is  to  be  made — tax  for  following  year  being  actually  based  on  returns 
for  that  year — with  credit  to  taxpayer  to  extent  of  prepayment. 

Tax  of  reorganized  corporation  for  year  following  reorganization  to  be  based  on 
net  income  of  corporation,  both  before  and  after  reorganization,  for  year  in  which 
that  event  took  place. 

In  case  of  consolidated  corporation,  tax  for  year  following  consolidation  to  be 
based  on  net  income  of  each  corporation  for  that  part  of  taxable  year  before  con- 
solidation, plus  net  income  of  consolidated  corporation  for  balance  of  that  year. 
Same  measure  in  case  ef  merger  of  corporations. 

Reorganized,  consolidated  and  merged  corporations  pay  no  tax  for  the  taxable 
year  in  which  the  reorganization,  merger,  or  consolidation  took  place,  this  having 
been  paid  by  the  taxpayer  before  change.  In  all  such  cases,  same  rate  to  be  applied 
to  net  income  both  before  and  after  change  so  far  as  year  of  change  is  concerned, 
as  though  no  change  had  occurred.  Taxes  so  computed  subject  to  offset  for  taxes 
paid  in  year  in  which  change  took  place.    Reorganization  and  consolidation  defined. 

Eliminates  present  abatement  or  refund  of  taxes  on  withdrawal  or  dissolution 
from  State  during  year  for  which  tax  is  paid.  On  resuming  business  after  discon- 
tinuance, but  not  having  withdrawn  or  dissolved,  tax  for  first  taxable  year  in  which 
business  resumed,  computed  on  net  income  of  year  in  which  withdrawal  took  place, 
is  payable  upon  resumption  of  business,  one-half  on  resumption,  and  one-half  within 
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six  months  thereafter.  Delinquency  provisions  made  applicable  to  this  tax  same  as 
to  other  payments  of  taxes  under  act. 

Basis  for  recognition  of  gain  or  loss  on  sale  or  exchange  of  property  changed 
from  Federal  revenue  act  of  1028  to  corresponding  sections  of  Federal  revenue  act 
of  1932. 

Basis  for  determination  of  gain  or  loss  on  exchange  of  property  without  gain  or 
loss  or  where  not  all  gain  is  recognized  changed  from  Federal  revenue  act  of  1028 
to  corresponding  section  of  revenue  act  of  1032. 

In  case  of  exchange  of  property  for  stock,  where  fair  market  value  of  property 
in  hands  of  transferor  is  less  than  fair  market  value  of  stock  so  exchanged,  and 
immediately  thereafter  transferor  takes  "control"  of  transferee  (as  such  "control" 
is  defined  in  Sec.  112  of  Federal  revenue  act  of  1032),  basis  for  computation  of 
gain  or  loss  is  fair  market  value  of  property  at  time  of  transfer,  plus  money  and 
fair  market  value  of  property  other  than  stock  of  transferee  exchanged  for  the 
property.  Otherwise,  where  transferor  so  takes  control,  fair  market  value  of 
property  at  time  of  transfer  is  basis. 

Franchise  Tax  Commissioner  directed,  to  secure  court  review  of  decisions  of 
Board  of  Equalization  on  taxpayers'  appeals  by  means  of  petition  for  writ  of  review 
to  Supreme  Court,  instead  of  action  against  taxpayer  as  at  present. 

Extends  time  in  which  deficiency  tax  may  be  assessed  or  action  brought  to 
recover  unpaid  taxes  from  one  year  to  three  years. 

Refund  to  taxpayer  to  be  credited  on  taxes  due  from  it  and  paid  out  in  cash 
only  as  to  balance  over  such  taxes  due. 

Claims  for  refunds  must  be  filed:  (a)  as  to  overpayments  before  June  1,  1032, 
within  one  year  of  overpayment;  (b)  as  to  overpayments  on  or  after  June  1,  10.'!2, 
within  three  years  thereafter.  Duplicate  copies  of  such  claims  must  be  filed. 
Erroneous  or  illegal  collection  or  overpayment  of  tax,  penalty,  interest  made  ground 
for  refund.  Present  law  merely  requires  claims  on  or  before  June  1,  1031,  for  such 
payments  of  tax  or  penalty  made  on  or  before  June  1,  1030 ;  no  requirement  as  to 
number  of  copies  of  claims;  no  provision  for  credit  of  refunds  on  taxes  due  from 
taxpayer. 

Commissioner  must  notify  taxpayer  of  disallowance  of  claim  for  refund.  Tax- 
payer given  appeal  to  Board  of  Equalization  within  30  days  from  notice  by  com- 
missioner, within  6  months  and  30  days  of  claim  filing  if  commissioner  fails  to  act. 

In  cases  of  refunds,  provision  for  payment  of  interest  expanded  to  include  case 
where  refund  credited  on  tax  due.  Actions  to  recover  back  refund  erroneously  paid 
or  credited  or  to  recover  delinquent  taxes  to  be  brought  by  Controller  in  county 
of  Sacramento,  place  of  trial  changed  only  with  consent  of  Attorney  General. 

Present  act  makes  tax  a  lien  on  each  first  Monday  in  March.  Bill  would  make 
it  a  lien  on  first  Monday  in  March  of  year  in  which  accrues,  with  proviso  that 
where  taxpayer  commences  business  for  first  time  after  effective  date  of  act,  lien  for 
first  and  second  taxable  years  attaches  first  Monday  in  March  after  commencement 
of  business. 

Provisions  for  action  for  refunds  on  ground  of  voidity  of  tax  expanded  to  cover 
change  in  bank  and  corporation  rate.

after  close  of  taxable  year. 

Provides  that  Sees.  5  to  38,  incl.,  of  Bank  and  Corporation  Franchise  Tax  Act 
apply  to  such  trusts. 

Defines  Massachusetts  trust  as  business  organization  consisting  of  arrange- 
ment whereby  property  conveyed  to  trustees,  free  from  control  of  creators  or  sub- 
scribers and  without  liability  of  creators  or  subscribers  for  acts  of  trustees. 

Copy  of  trust  instrument  of  such  trust  to  be  filed  in  office  of  Secretary  of  State 
and  county  clerk  of  county  in  which  trust  does  business.  Trusts  now  doing  business 
given  60  days  for  filing  after  act  takes  effect,  trusts  coming  in  later  must  file 
before  doing  business. 

In  the  absence  of  such  filing,  subscribers  or  creators  liable  as  partners. 

Declares  act  urgency  measure. 

A.B.  438.  FEIGEXBAUM.  Amends  Sec.  15,  Act  8488,  Bpnk  and  Corporation 
Franchise  Tax  Act,  re  filing  date  of  returns  thereunder. 

Required  to  be  filed  March  15,  1933.  amendment  extends  30  days,  without  inter- 
est by  reason  of  extension. 

Declares  act  urgency  measure. 

Ch.  15,  Stats.  1933.   Takes  effect  immediately. 

A.B.  439.  WOOLWINE  (by  request).  Amends  Sec.  4185a,  Pol.  C,  re  eligibility 
to  office  of  justice  of  peace  in  townships  of  over  30,000  population. 
Adds  requirement  of  residence  in  political  subdivision  for  at  least  two  years, 
and  admission  to  practice  for  three  years,  the  section  to  apply  to  incumbents  after 
expiration  of  term  of  office,  instead  of  after  expiration  of  present  and  any  future 
term.

As  to  property  hereafter  sold  for  delinquent  taxes,  eliminates  present  graduated 
redemption  penalties  and  substitutes  penalty  in  form  of  interest  at  10  per  cent  per 
annum  from  July  1  of  year  sale,  and  also  eliminates  present  requirement  of  7  per 
cent  interest  to  be  paid  on  redemption  or  on  extension  of  redemption  period.

Terms  "streams,  stream  system,  lake  or  other  body  of  water,  or  water"  now 
defined  as  surface  water,  subterranean  streams  flowing  in  definite  channels.  Bill 
limits  definition  to  cases  of  application  to  appropriate  water,  licenses  issued  pur- 
suant to  such  applications,  determination  of  appropriative  water  rights  by  stream 
system  under  Sees.  25  to  36g,  inoL,  of  act.

Reserves  for  payment  of  benefits  built  up  by  contributions  from  employers, 
varying  with  amount  in  reserve  of  particular  employer,  with  maximum  contributions 
of  2  per  cent  of  pay  roll  by  employer,  for  which  employer  to  be  reimbursed  to 
extent  of  30  per  cent  of  contribution  by  deduction  from  wages  of  employees. 
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Reserve  of  each  employer  kept  in  separate  account,  to  permit  computation  of 
reserve  per  employee.  Employer  not  liable  to  compensate  employee  for  loss  of 
wages  arising  out  of  employment  beyond  amount  of  reserves  built  up  by  contribu- 
tions under  act. 

Expense  of  administration  provided  for  by  separate  contribution  system  levied 
on  employers  at  maximum  rate  of  two-tenths  per  cent  on  pay  roll.  Same  reimburse- 
ment by  employees  as  in  case  of  contributions  toward  reserve  funds.  Benefits  for 
total  unemployment  range  from  $12.50  a  week  down  to  $5.00  a  week,  depending  upon 
amount  of  wage  normally  earned,  and  depending  on  amount  of  unemployment.  No 
benefit  beyond  maximum  of  thirteen  weekly  payments,  or  equivalent  thereof,  per 
year  of  employment.  Agreement  to  waive  benefits  or  to  pay  employees  contributions 
void.    No  benefit  to  be  granted  in  excess  of  75  per  cent  of  salary. 

Provides  certain  exceptions  to  right  to  benefits,  such  as  unemployment  resulting 
from  act  of  God  affecting  place  of  employment,  unemployment  by  reason  of  trade 
dispute  and  unemployment  of  person  employed  at  other  than  manual  labor  who  has 
received  $2,000  or  more  during  past  year 

Machinery  provided  for  collection  of  contributions,  payment  of  benefits,  settle- 
ment of  disputes  with  relation  to  benefits. 

Special  provision  made  for  exemption  of  employers  setting  up  own  system 
of  unemployment  insurance  which  will  grant  employees  equivalent  benefits  to  those 
granted  by  compulsory  system.  Such  systems  must  be  approved  by  director  and 
unemployment  reserves  commission. 

Creates  unemployment  reserves  commission  of  five  nonsalaried  members 
appointed  by  Governor  for  four-year  period,  except  for  first  members,  who  are  given 
staggered  term  expiration  dates  in  order  to  create  staggering  of  appointments.

Manner  of 
issuance,  form,  etc.,  of  revenue  bonds  provided. 

Governing  body  may  put  operation  of  sewage  system  under  sanitary  board. 
Contacts  may  be  made  between  governing  body  and  the  political  subdivisions  for 
use  of  sewage  disposal  plant. 

A.B.  981.  ROBERTS.    Adds  Sec.  2168a,  Pol.  C,  re  arrest  of  insane  person.

C  re  issuance  of  licenses  by 
supervisors  of  counties  or  legislative  bodies  of  cities  to  distribute  circulars 
or  to  hawk  or  vend  goods. 
Extends  provisions  of  section  to  permit  issuance  of  license  without  charge  to 

any  elector  of  this  State  who  is  physically  unable  to  obtain  a  livelihood  by  manual 

labor. 

A.B.  995.  COTTRELL.    Amends  Sec.  1144,  Prob.  C,  re  assets  of  decedents. 

If  public  administrator  takes  charge  administration  shall  not  be  had  on  estates 
less  than  $300,  rather  than  $100  as  under  the  present  law. 

A.B.  996.  SAMUEL  E.  ROBINSON.  Amends  Sec.  797,  Ag.  C,  re  standardization 
of  grapefruit. 

Requires  that  grapefruit  grown  south  and  east  of  San  Gorgonio  Pass  shall, 
in  order  to  be  considered  mature,  have  attained  at  least  50  per  cent,  instead  of  25 
per  cent,  of  the  characteristic  yellow  color  before  picking. 
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A.B.997.  SAMUEL  E.  ROBINSON.  Amends  Sees.  814,  828,  829,  Ag.  C,  re 
standardization  of  lettuce. 

Adds  to  quality  requirements  of  head  lettuce  that  it  be  free  from  tip  bum. 
Requires  all  containers  of  packed  lettuce  to  be  marked  with  the  name  and  address 
of  the  person  who  first  packed  or  authorized  the  packing  of  the  lettuce  and  the 
number  of  heads  contained  therein. 

Adds  two  standard  lettuce  containers  and  eliminates  the  present  one.  Such 
containers  to  have  lid  not  over  25i  inches  in  length.  Permits  use  of  other  containers 
if  clearly  marked  "irregular  container." 

A.B.  998.  SAMUEL  E.  ROBINSON.    Amends  Sec.  815,  Ag.  C,  re  Persian  melons, 
casabas,  honeydew  melons  and  watermelons. 
Sets  up  additional  standards  for  maturity  of  honeydew  and  honeyball  melons. 
Requires  marking  of  all  containers  of  packed  melons  with  the  name  and  address 
of  the  person  who  first  packed  or  authorized  the  packing  of  the  melons. 

A.B.  999.  SAMUEL  E.  ROBINSON.  Amends  Sec.  811,  Ag.  C,  re  standardiza- 
tion of  cantaloupes. 

Raises  standard  for  mature  cantaloupes  from  8  per  cent  to  9  per  cent  soluble 
solids  in  the  juice  of  the  edible  portion.  Requires  marking  of  all  containers  of 
packed  cantaloupes  with  the  name  and  address  of  the  person  who  first  packed  or 
authorized  the  packing  of  the  cantaloupes.  All  containers  other  than  standard  shall 
be  marked  "irregular  pack." 

A.B.  1000.  SAMUEL  E.  ROBINSON.    Amends  Sec.  57,  Act  3854,  California  Irri- 
gation District  Act,  re  officers  of  irrigation  districts. 
Allows  directors  traveling  expense  only  in  traveling  to  office  of  the  board  and 
deletes  provision  that  in  irrigation  districts  containing  more  than  500,000  acres 
the  directors  shall  receive  $200  per  month  in  lieu  of  the  per  diem  allowance.

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A.B.  1005.  ROBERTS.    Adds  Sec.  1981,  Pol.  C,  re  military  training  and  member- 
ship in  national  guard. 
Skeleton  bill. 

A.B.  1006.  BURNS.    New  act,  re  five-day  week. 

Provides  for  adoption  of  five-day  week  for  State  employment  so  far  as  Governor 
deems  such  to  be  practicable.  To  be  in  effect  only  during  the  present  emergency 
which  is  deemed  to  expire  July  1,  1935,  or  earlier,  if  the  Governor  so  proclaims. 

Declares  act  urgency  measure.  ' 

A.B.  1007.  WOOLWINE.  Amends  Sec.  7,  Act  5238,  Municipal  Court  Act,  re  quali- 
fications and  salaries  of  municipal  court  judges  in  cities  of  one  and  one-half 
class,  Ix>s  Angeles. 

Provides  must  be  registered  and  qualified  electors  of  city  and  must  have  had 
nine  years  "active"  practice  prior  to  election  or  appointment. 

Salary  reductions  are:  Judges,  $6,000  instead  of  $7,500  per  annum,  and  one 
clerk  and  one  marshal,  each  to  receive  $400  instead  of  $500  per  month.

A.B.  1010.  CASSIDY.    New  act,  re  investigation  of  old  age  insurance. 

Authorizes  State  Social  Welfare  Board  to  make  such  investigation  and  to  make 
report  and  recommendations  as  to  the  theory  and  feasibility  of  such  insurance. 

Appropriates  $25,000  for  purposes  of  act. 

A.B.  1011.  SCUDDER.    Amends  Sees.  2,  5,  Act  2582,  re  State  Fire  Marshal. 

Sec.  2.  Makes  it  a  misdemeanor  to  violate  any  provisions  of  act  or  any  rule 
or  regulation  made  hereunder  by  the  State  Fire  Marshal. 

Sec.  5.  Unlawful  to  refuse  right  to  enter  and  inspect  premises  to  the  State 
Fire  Marshal  or  his  assistants. 

A.B.  1012.  EVANS.  Amends  Sec.  3,  Act  2664a,  the  California  Meat  Inspection 
Law,  re  municipal  inspection  departments. 
Deletes  temporary  provision  as  to  notification  of  the  health  authority  in  charge 
of  municipal  inspection  department  of  requirements  which  each  establishment  oper- 
ating under  his  jurisdiction  must  meet  in  order  to  receive  approval  by  the  Director 
of  Agriculture. 

A.B.  1013.  WILLIAMSON.  Amends  Sees.  16f,  21,  37,  55,  61,  96,  105,  adds  Sees. 
25a,  59  to  the  Bank  Act. 

Sec.  16f.  Would  enact  similar  provisions  as  to  trust  company  in  case  of 
adverse  claims  to  deposit,  to  those  which  now  govern  basks. 

Sec.  21.  Provides  that  stockholder  who  is  also  depositor  and  who  has  paid  all 
obligations  due  from  him  to  bank  enjoys  same  priority  as  to  capital  and  assets 
thereof  as  other  depositors. 

Sees.  25a,  105.  Bank  holding  capital  stock  of  trust  company  may  receive 
deposits  thereof,  but  must  set  aside  securities  to  cover  deposits  in  same  manner  as 
when  trust  department  of  bank  makes  deposits  in  other  departments.

Provides  for  discretionary 
acceptance  of  such  examinations  by  Superintendent  of  Banks  in  lieu  of  State 
examination;  authorizes  the  Superintendent  of  Banks  to  cooperate  with  Federal 
home  loan  bank  board,  bank,  examiners. 

Sec.  55.  Rephrases  provisions  re  reduction  of  capital  stock  to  conform  to 
provision  of  general  corporation  law. 

Sec.  96.  Authorizes  trust  company  to  invest  in  bonds,  debentures,  notes,  of 
Federal  home  loan  bank. 

A.B.  1014.  BLISS.  Amends  Sec.  270,  adds  Sees.  270a,  270b,  270c,  C.  C.  P.,  re 
appointment,  compensation  and  duties  of  official  reporters  for  superior 
courts. 

Sec.  270.  Excepts  counties  having  classified  civil  service  from  operation  of 
section.  Deletes,  and  places  verbatim  in  new  Sec.  270c,  the  provision  making  any 
regular  or  pro  tempore  official  reporter  incompetent  to  act  in  any  court  until  he 
has  completed  and  filed  all  transcriptions  required  by  law  in  any  criminal  proceeding. 

Sec.  270a.  Provides  reporters  to  be  appointed  by  judges  from  eligible  list  in 
counties  having  classified  civil  service. 

Sec.  270b.    Provides  reporter  to  receive  from  county  $   per  day 

compensation  and  actual  necessary  expenses.  Reporter  to  collect  and  deposit  in 
county  treasury  fees  provided  by  law  for  services. 

A.B.  1015.  BLISS.    New  act,  re  old  age  insurance. 

Declares  policy  of  the  State  to  provide  support  for  needy  aged.  This  to  be 
accomplished  by  compulsory  contributions  from  persons  gainfully  employed. 

A.B.  1016.  HALLNBR.    Amends  Sec.  1060,  adds  Sees.  481.5,  744,  842.5,  846.5,  867, 
1063.5,  1064.5,  1065.5,  repeals  Sees.  714,  1066  to  1071,  F.  and  G.  C,  re 
commercial  fishing. 
See  digest  S.B.  454,  apparently  identical  bill. 

A.B.  1017.  HALLNER  and  WOOLWINE.    Adds  Sec.  1193a,  Pen.  C,  re  computa- 
tion of  term  of  imprisonment. 
Provides  that  time  defendant  spends  in  county  jail  pending  criminal  appeal  or 
motion  for  a  new  trial  is  to  be  counted  as  time  served  on  sentence  should  determina- 
tion of  appeal  or  motion  be  adverse  to  him. 

A.B.  1018.  BOYLE  (by  request).    Amends  Sec.  5,  Act  7106,  re  election  of  board  of 
directors  of  county  sanitation  districts. 
Provides  that  the  board  of  directors  shall  consist  of  5  members  to  be  elected  for 
a  term  of  two  years  by  electors  of  district.    Deletes  provisions  for  directors  selected 
from  governing  bodies  of  county  or  cities  within  district.

A.B.  1020.  HUNT.    Amends  594,  Pol.  C,  re  capital  of  fidelity  and  surety  insurance 
companies. 

Raises  capital  stock  required  for  doing  fidelity  and  surety  insurance  business 
from  $100,000  to  $300,000. 

A.B.  1021.  HUNT.    Amends  Sec.  1,  Act  3456,  re  hours  of  employment  in  certain 
establishments. 

Adds  to  existing  law  provision  that  women  engaged  in  the  motion  picture  indus- 
try can  not  work  more  than  eight  hours  per  day,  but  in  same  section  exempts 
actresses  from  the  operation  of  the  act. 
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A.B.  1022.  HUNT.  Amends  See.  1,  repeals  Sec.  3,  Act.  3735,  re  liability  on  policy 
of  fire  insurance  companies. 
Deletes  from  standard  form  fire  insurance  policy  provision  limiting  liability  of 
company  to  actual  cash  or  replacement  value  of  damaged  property.  Deletes  pro- 
visions re  compulsory  arbitration,  options  of  company  in  case  of  loss.  Deletes  pro- 
visions authorizing  waiver  of  standard  form  provisions  re  appraisement  and  appor- 
tionment of  loss. 

A.B.  1023.  HUNT.    Adds  Sec.  595c,  Pol.  C,  re  fidelity  and  surety  business. 

No  certificate  of  authority  to  do  such  business  shall  be  issued  to  an  insurer  not 
authorized  to  do  similar  business  for  United  States  government  and  in  Federal  courts. 

A.B.  1024.  HUNT.    Amends  Sec.  1,  Act  3735.  re  appointment  of  arbitrators  under 
fire  insurance  policy. 
Changes  provisions  in  standard  form  so  that  instead  of  arbitrators,  appointed 
by  insured  and  insurer,  selecting  third  arbitrator  of  loss  under  fire  insurance  policy, 
such  third  arbitrator  to  be  appointed  by  the  superior  court  on  application  of  insured. 

A.B.  1025.  LEVEY,  GILMOBE,  JAMES  A.  MILLER,  HORNBLOWER 
McMURRAY,  CRONIN,  WILLIAMSON  and  FKIOENBAUM.  Amends 
Sees.  3746  and  3756,  Pol.  C,  re  taxes  on  real  and  personal  property. 

Makes  taxes  on  personal  property,  secured  by  real  pro[>erty,  due  on  October  1 
and  delinquent  on  first  Monday  in  November:  provides  for  penalty  of  10  per  cent  on 
delinquency  and  additional  5  per  cent  if  not  paid  by  first  Monday  in  April. 

Provides  for  payment  of  real  property  taxes  in  four  installments  as  follows: 
First  installment  to  be  25  per  cent  of  tax  for  previous  year  and  to  be  due  on  July  1 
and  delinquent  on  first  Monday  in  August ;  second  installment  to  be  50  per  cent  of 
tax  for  current  year,  less  amount  of  first  installment,  and  to  be  due  on  October  1 
and  delinquent  on  first  Monday  in  November;  third  installment  to  be  25  per  cent  of 
tax  for  current  year  and  to  be  due  on  January  1,  and  delinquent  on  first  Monday 
in  February  ;  fourth  installment  to  be  25  per  cent  of  tax  for  current  year  and  to  be 
due  on  April  1  and  delinquent  on  first  Monday  in  May. 

Provides  for  3  per  cent  delinquency  penalty  on  each  installment  and  additional 
penalty  of  3  per  cent  to  be  added  to  each  prior  installment  if  not  paid  at  the  time 
of  delinquency  of  a  later  installment. 

Permits  third  and  fourth  installments  to  be  paid  at  any  time  after  second 
installment  is  due  and  payable. 

A.B.  1026.  MAYO  ( by  request ) .  Amends  Sec.  12,  Act  4749,  Workmen's  Compen- 
sation, Insurance  and  Safety  Act  of  1917,  re  computation  of  earnings  of 

employees. 

Act  now  provides  that  where  earnings  are  irregular  or  by  week,  month  or 
other  period,  average  weekly  earnings  shall  be  fixed  at  95  per  cent  of  average  earn- 
ings during  period  conveniently  taken  to  ascertain  same.  Bill  would  require  that 
period  so  taken  must  be  that  immediately  preceding  injury' ;  earnings  so  taken  must 

be  actual  average  weekly  earnings. 

A.B.  1027.  MAYO  (by  request).  Amends  Sec.  20,  Act  4749,  re  proceedings  of 
Industrial  Accident  Commission  with  relation  to  findings  and  award  of 

compensation. 

Provides  that  before  final  award  made  by  commission,  claimant  may  demand 
appointment  of  temporary  examining  board  of  three  physicians,  who  shall  review 
findings  of  commission  ;  one  physician  to  be  one  who  attended  claimant  at  time  of 
disability  if  available.  Examining  board  may  recommend  changes  in  findings  of 
commission  which  must  be  accepted  by  commission. 

A.B.  1028.  MAYO  (by  request).  Amends  Sec.  37,  Act  4748,  re  State  Compensa- 
tion Insurance  Fund. 
Provides  that,  upon  declaration  of  dividend  to  policyholders,  Industrial  Accident 
Commission  must  file  with  Insurance  Commissioner  a  schedule  of  dividends,  showing 
either  names  of  policyholders  and  amount  of  dividend  to  each,  or  percentage  of 
dividend  and  its  basis,  in  such  manner  that  dividend  payable  to  policyholder  may  be

ascertained.  Makes  list  public  record  when  filed  ;  made  misdemeanor  to  make  pay- 
ment before  filing.  Requires  list  to  be  filed  each  time  dividend  is  declared  or  credit 
allowed,  and  at  each  change  thereof.    List  must  be  filed  at  least  twice  each  year. 

A. B.  1029.  MAYO  (by  request).  Amends  Sec.  16,  Act  4749,  re  medical  examina- 
tion of  employees  under  "Workmen's  Compensation,  Insurance  and  Safety 
Act  of  1917." 

Provides  that  upon  demand  of  employer  any  employee  receiving  or  with 
right  to  compensation  under  act  must  submit  to  medical  examination  by  three 
physicians,  one  being  physician  attending  case  if  available,  one  named  by  employer, 
and  one  named  by  employee.  Commission,  upon  request  of  employee  or  employer, 
may  select  physician  to  meet  with  these  for  examination.  Physician's  report 
delivered  to  Department  of  Industrial  Relations.  If  no  agreement,  separate  reports 
may  be  submitted.    Reports  made  part  of  official  record  of  claim. 

A. B.  1030.  MAYO  (by  request).  Amends  602b,  Pol.  C,  re  administrative  overhead 
allowance  in  workmen's  compensation  rates. 
Provides  that  commissioner  shall  not  issue  or  approve  workmea's  compensation 
insurance  rate  system  or  classification  which  allows  greater  proportion  than  20  per 
cent  of  the  total  premium  collected  for  expenses  of  administration  of  business  or 
governmental  organization  issuing  policy. 

A.B.  1031.  BROCK.    Amends  Sec.  2.464,  Sch.  C,  re  annexation  of  school  districts. 

Deletes  provision  for  inclusion  of  high  school  bond  payments  in  computing 
amount  of  tax  to  be  levid  in  elementary  district  on  rescission  of  order  of  board 
of  supervisors  annexing  such  district  to  high  school  district  on  petition  of  high 
school  district. 

A.B.  1032.  LATHAM.  Adds  Sec.  3803,  Pol.  C,  re  cancellation  of  personal  prop- 
erty tax  liens. 

Allows  the  cancellation  of  liens  on  real  property  for  personal  property  taxes 
erroneously  entered. 

A.B.  1033.  WILLIAMSON.  New  act,  re  compulsory  automobile  liability  insurance 
system. 

See  S.B.  705,  similar  bill,  except  that  this  bill  confines  procedural  provisions  to 
court  judgments,  does  not  set  up  any  administrative  tribunal  or  commission  pro- 
cedure for  determining  and  awarding  damages. 

A.B.  1034.  BOYLE.    Adds  Sec.  11,  Act  5814,  re  State  aid  to  counties  supporting 
persons  afflicted  with  tuberculosis. 
Appropriates  to  each  county,  relieving  or  supporting  any  person  afflicted  with 
tuberculosis  not  inmate  of  hospital,  aid  not  in  excess  of  $600  per  annum  for  each 
such  person  aided  by  such  county.    Provides  manner  of  payment  of  such  aid. 

A.B.  1035.  PHILLIPS.  Amends  Sees.  8a,  23,  28o,  Act  3880,  re  "Palo  Verde  Irri- 
gation District  Act." 

Sec.  8a.    Changes  collector's  bond  from  $100,000  to  $10,000. 

Sec.  23.  Allows,  after  notice  and  no  written  objection  being  filed,  trustees 
may  publicly  destroy  bonds,  issued  and  unsold  for  over  three  years. 

Sec.  28o.  Adds  provision  that  property  deeded  to  district  for  delinquent  taxes 
can  be  leased  for  not  exceeding  10  year  periods  with  or  without  option  to  pur- 
chase ;  rents  and  purchase  price  payable  by  any  bonds  or  coupons  of  bonds  of  any 
company  or  district  as  named  in  the  title  of  this  act. 

A.B.  1036.  PHILLIPS.  Amends  Sees.  3,  4,  5,  9,  10,  12,  15,  26,  adds  Sec.  3a,  3b, 
22a,  29  to  54,  Act  9124,  re  organization  and  management  of  county  water 
districts. 

Petition  for  formation  of  district  to  be  signed  by  fifty  or  a  majority  in  number 
of  owners  of  lands  in  proposed  district. 

Provides  only  property  owners  shall  vote,  defines  property  owner  and  method 
of  determining  who  shall  vote  as  among  persons  holding  different  interests  in  prop- 
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erty ;  prescribes  method  of  preparing  election  list  from  assessment  rolls ;  and  allows 
voting  by  proxy. 

Board  of  supervisors  of  county  where  district  located  shall  appoint  one  director 
in  addition  to  five  elected  directors;  deletes  provision  allowing  one  director  to  be 
appointed  from  each  municipality  in  district;  staggers  terms  of  elected  directors. 

Provides  no  informality  in  conducting  district  elections  shall  invalidate  same. 

Increases  powers  of  board  in  employment  and  consolidating  positions. 

Grants  districts  powers  of  irrigation  districts  under  Act  3873  in  cooperating 
with  the  United  States ;  allows  district  to  levy  tax  on  benefited  property  for  charges 
arising  therefrom. 

Work  may  be  constructed  and  supervised  as  provided  in  Sec.  53,  Act  3854, 
California  Irrigation  District  Act. 

Special  assessments  on  property  may  be  authorized  by  election  or  in  case  of 
emergency,  without  election,  as  prescribed  in  Sees.  59,  60,  Act  3854. 

No  land  to  be  included  in  district  without  resolution  of  directors  declaring  such 
to  be  for  best  interests  of  land  and  district ;  deletes  definition  of  municipality,  and 
city  and  county,  and  city. 

Adds  that  board  may,  in  its  discreiton,  adopt  as  alternative  method,  detailed 
requirements  and  procedure  for  time  and  manner  of  making  assessments,  levying 
and  collection  of  taxes,  enforcement  of  delinquencies,  and  redemption  of  property 
sold  for  taxes ;  provides  board  may  appoint  officers  and  employees  therefor.

A.B.  1039.  MARTIX.  Amends  Sec.  411,  Veh.  C,  re  financial  responsibility  of 
owners  and  operators  of  vehicles. 
Exempts  from  operation  of  financial  responsibility  law  (revocation  of  driver's 
license  and  certificate  of  registration),  a  parent,  etc.,  of  a  minor  for  failure  to  pay 
a  civil  judgment  rendered  against  such  parent  by  reason  of  having  signed  such 
minor's  application  for  a  driver's  license  or  other  imputed  liability. 

A.B.  1040.  CALLAHAX  and  McMURRAY.    Adds  Sec.  187,  Veh.  C,  re  transfers 
of  title  or  interest  in  vehicles. 
States  that  upon  the  transfer  of  title  to,  or  an  interest  in,  a  vehicle,  a  certifi- 
cate of  brake  adjustment  with  other  necessary  documents,  must  be  forwarded  to  the 
department. 

A.B.  1041.  CRAIG.    Adds  Sec.  3714b,  Pol.  C,  re  special  tax  and  assessment  dis- 
trict annual  budgets. 
See  digest  S.B.  400,  apparently  identical  bill. 

A.B.  1042.  CRAIG.    Xew  act,  re  procedure  for  formation  of  certain  special  tax 
and  assessment  districts. 
See  digest  S.B.  399,  apparently  identical  bill. 

A.B.  1043.  NIELSEN.    New  act,  re  water  works  systems. 

Provides  an  additional  method  of  financing  such  systems  by  any  city,  city  and 
county  or  other  legal  subdivision  or  public  agency  of  the  State  authorized  to 
acquire,  construct,  own  and  operate  such  systems. 
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Authorizes  financing  by  means  of  revenue  bonds  to  be  paid  solely  from  reve- 
nues from  operation  of  such  works. 

Gives  bond  holders  statutory  lien  on  system  and  provides  for  operation  of  dis- 
trict in  case  of  deficiency  in  revenues.    Permits  issue  of  refunding  bonds. 

Makes  bonds  legal  investment  for  certain  trust  and  public  funds. 

Declares  act  urgency  measure.

Provides  that  corporations  limited  by  their  articles  to  operation  and  main- 
tenance of  a  cemetery  may  establish  a  cemetery. 

Purports  to  amend  and  to  add  other  sections,  but  except  for  Sec.  3,  the  bill 
is  a  skeleton  bill.

Existing  section  requires  three  appraisers,  one  of  whom  must  be  an  inheritance 
tax  appraiser. 

Bill  permits  inheritance  tax  appraiser  to  act  alone  and  allows  court,  in  its  dis- 
cretion, to  appoint  two  additional  persons  upon  request  of  any  person  interested.

A.B.  1047.  DEMPSTER.    New  act,  re  creation  of  California  State  University. 

Provides  for  establishment  of  the  California  State  University,  to  be  situated  in 
Los  Angeles  County,  to  succeed  to  all  properties  of  the  University  of  California  at 
Los  Angeles,  and  to  occupy  the  site  thereof. 

Creates  board  of  regents  of  ten  members  appointed  by  the  Governor  and  seven 
ex  officio  members,  the  Governor  to  be  president  of  the  board. 

Provides  for  the  complete  organization,  government,  administration,  and  man- 
agement of  the  university  by  the  regents  and  the  faculty  thereof,  the  regents  to 
select  the  president,  professors  and  personnel  of  the  university.

Requires  creation  of  reserves  in  case  of  assessment  plan  corporation  promising, 
in  policies,  benefit  not  limited  to  proceeds  of  one  assessment  on  members,  or  pro- 
viding for  collection  of  stipulated  premiums  on  definite  dates.  Provides  for  separa- 
tion of  accounts  of  assessment  associations  showing  initiation  fees  and  dues  and 
assessments.  Receipts  from  assessments  to  go  into  mortuary  fund,  devoted  solely 
to  payment  of  claims  by  beneficiaries  of  deceased  members.

Deletes  requirement  that  walnuts  must  be  mature;  requires  that  they  be  free 
from  kernels  which  are  affected  by  yellow  mold.  Reduces  the  tolerance  for  walnuts 
affected  by  insect  injury  from  20  per  cent  to  10  per  cent  by  count. 

A.B.  1077.  CRAIG.    Amends  Sec.  782,  Ag.  C,  re  powers  of  Director  of  Agriculture. 

Authorizes  director  to  define  and  enforce  methods  of  sampling  of  fruits,  nuts  and 
vegetables  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  to  secure  uniformity  in  enforcement  of  the 
chapter. 

A.B.  1078.  LATHAM,  Amends  Sees.  4.371,  4,373,  4.37.r),  4.376,  4.377.  and  adds

Requires  all  sources  pf  School  district  income  other  than  district  tax,  to  be 
estimated  in  budget  instead  of  by  county  superintendent  of  schools.

C,  re  pay- 
ment of  property  taxes,  and  delinquency  and  redemption  penalties  thereon. 

Makes  first  installment  of  property  tax  payable  on  October  1  instead  of  due  on 
November  1 ;  if  paid  during  October,  2  per  cent  discount  to  be  deducted  ;  if  paid 
during  November,  1  per  cent  discount.  Makes  second  installment  payable  on 
February  1,  instead  of  due  on  January  20 ;  if  paid  during  February,  2  per  cent 
discount ;  if  paid  during  March,  1  per  cent  discount.  Retains  present  dates  of 
delinquency  but  eliminates  delinquency  penalties  and  inserts  in  lieu  thereof  interest 
at  1  per  cent  per  month  from  respective  dates  of  delinquency  until  following  July  1.

Provides  that  where,  after  company  has  transacted  insurance  business  in  this 
State  for  at  least  two  years,  bond  to  guarantee  payment  of  taxes  may  be  reduced 
from  .$20,000  to  twice  the  amount  of  taxes  paid  in  preceding  year,  if  below  $10,000, 
but  not  below  $2,000.  Changes  condition  of  bond  to  limit  it  to  guarantee  of  State 
taxes  only. 

Limits  right  to  file  bond  applicable  continuously,  without  renewal,  to  cases 
where  bond  not  less  than  $20,000.

Provides  such  employees  shall  be  paid  not  less  than  general  prevailing  rate  of 
per  diem  wages,  and  not  less  than  holiday  or  overtime  rates  paid  to  similar  employees 
in  San  Francisco,  Sacramento  and  Oakland. 

A.B.  1132.  LATHAM.    Amends  Sec  2898,  C.  C,  re  priority  of  purchase  money 
mortgages  and  deeds  of  trust. 
Declares  that  deeds  of  trust  or  mortgages  given  for  purchase  price  have  priority 
over  other  liens  against  the  purchaser  subject  to  operation  of  recording  laws.

A.B.  1141.  C.  RAY  ROBINSON.  Amends  Sees.  453cc  and  453ee.  C.  C,  re  mort- 
gage  insurance  companies. 
Provides  that  mortgage  insurance  companies  may  invest  in  stock  of  federal 
home  loan  bank  or  similar  federal  agency,  of  which  company  eligible  to  become 
member ;  may  invest  in  bonds,  debentures,  notes  issued  by  federal  home  loan  bank, 
or  similar  federal  agency.

Provides  all  moneys  of  district  undisbursed  for  over  three  years  after  dis- 
solution of  district  be  transferred  to  general  fund  of  city  unless  a  suit  thereon  is 
pending. 

Declares  act  urgency  measure.    Ch.  21,  Stats.  1933.    Takes  effect  immediately. 

A.B.  1146.  ROSS.  Amends  Sec.  17,  Act  3269,  the  joint  highway  district  act,  re 
construction  work. 

Authorizes  board  of  directors  of  any  joint  highway  district  to  order  any  con- 
struction work  to  be  done  under  the  supervision  of  the  district  engineer,  when  all 
bids  for  such  work  have  been  rejected  as  being  too  high. 

A.B.  1147.  ROSS.    Adds  Sec.  62.5,  Ag.  C,  re  revocation  of  certificate  of  deputy 
county  agricultural  commissioners.

A. B.  1155.  WILLIAMSON.  Repeals  Art.  Vila,  Ch.  II,  Pt.  IV,  Div.  Ill,  Sch.  C, 
and  See.  1,  Ch.  866,  Stats.  1929.  re  establishment  and  maintenance  of 
twenty-four-hour  elementary  schools. 

A.B.  1156.  WILLIAMSON  and  GILMORE.  New  act,  re  reclamation  district  in 
San  Francisco. 

Provides  special  procedure  by  which  reclamation  district  to  dredge  South  Basin, 
Smith  Basin  canal  and  shoals  lying  off  the  mouth  of  South  Baski  and  South  Basin 
canal,  and  to  reclaim  salt  marsh  and  tidelands  lying  within  boundaries  of  district 
may  be  created.  Boundaries  of  district  are  particularly  set  forth  in  act  and  are 
restricted  within  confines  of  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.  Dissolution  of  all 
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existing  reclamation  districts  within  the  boundaries  of  district  is  provided.  District 
is  to  be  managed  by  three  trustees  elected  in  manner  provided  by  Pol.  C.  3491.  The 
interest  of  State  in  all  lands  within  boundaries  of  district  transferred  to  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco.  San  Francisco  authorized  to  aid  the  district.  Board  of 
trustees  are  subject  to  all  provisions  of  Pol.  C,  relating  to  reclamation  districts. 

A.B.  1157.  GILMOKE.    Amends  Sec.  120,  Ag.  C.  re  sale  of  nursery  stock. 

Provides  that  no  nurseryman's  license  is  required  for  the  retail  sale  of  decorative 
plants  growing  in  pots  for  indoor  ornamental  pun>oses.  Adds  to  present  license  fees 
for  nurserymen  two  dollars  for  each  branch,  sales  yard  or  sales  location.  Limits 
acreage  fee  to  $15.    Deletes  provision  for  .$50  maximum  for  any  one  license. 

A.B.  1158.  GILMOKE.    Amends  Sees.  376b,  376d,  37Cf,  repeals  Sees.  376a,  376e, 
Pol.  C,  re  Department  of  Penology. 
Abolishes  office  of  Director  of  Penology  and  allows  divisions  thereof  to  remain 
as  now  constituted. 

A.B.  1159.  GILMORE.  New  act.  State  Naturopathic  Act,  re  practice  and  licensing 
of  naturopathy  (applied  therapeutics  and  prophylactic  hygiene  and  sani- 
tation). 

Creates  public  corporation,  "Naturopathic  Association  of  California,"  composed 
of  members  of  the  present  State  Naturopathic  Association  sixty  days  prior  to  the 
effective  date  of  the  act. 

Creates  board  of  governors  of  such  association,  one  governor  to  be  from  each 
congressional  district  and  to  be  elected  by  members  of  such  association.  Board 
may  license  and  supervise  naturopathic  schools  and  colleges,  revoke  and  suspend 
annual  licenses  to  practice  naturopathy,  may  hire  employees  and  necessary  assistants, 
may  make  rules  and  regulations,  and  generally  carry  out  provisions  of  the  act  not 
otherwise  incumbent  on  the  naturopathic  examiners. 

Provides  in  detail  for  approved  naturopathic  schools  and  colleges,  and  prohibits 
violation  of  the  act  by  malpractice  or  practice  by  unlicensed  persons. 

Creates  board  of  naturopathic  examiners  of  five  members,  appointed  by  the 
Governor,  who  may  employ  a  secretary,  employees,  and  examiners,  which  board  has 
jurisdiction  of  the  examining  and  licensing  of  applicants  to  practice  naturopathy, 
with  powers  in  this  field  similar  to  powers  granted  to  the  board  of  governors. 

Provides  in  detail  for  educational  requirements  prerequisite  to  examination  and 
granting  of  licenses. 

Provides  for  annual  license  fees  and  application  fees  and  defines  science  and 
practice  of  naturopathy. 

A.B.  1160.  DEMPSTER.    Adds  Sec.  2920-A,  C.  C,  re  real  estate  mortgages  and 

trust  deeds. 

See  digest  A.B.  1037,  substantially  identical  bill. 

A.B.  1161.  FRAZIER.    Amends  Sec.  487,  Pen.  C,  re  definition  of  grand  theft. 

Includes  in  acts  constituting  grand  theft  the  taking  of  any  property  or  products 
from  farm  land  or  buildings  thereon,  regardless  of  value. 

A.B.  1162.  FRAZIER.    Adds  Sec.  627c,  Pen.  C,  re  muskrats. 

Prohibits  importation  into,  or  possession  of  muskrats  in  certain  areas  of  the 
State,  and  prohibits  importation  into  any  other  part  of  this  State  except  under 
permit  of  Fish  and  Game  Commission.  Permits  county  agricultural  commissioner, 
fish  and  game  deputy,  or  State  plant  quarantine  officer  to  enter  upon  lands  where 
muskrats  unlawfully  exist  to  remove  or  destroy  said  muskrats. 

A.B.  1163.  FRAZIER.    Adds  Sec.  1323,  F.  and  G.  C,  re  muskrats. 
Substantially  identical  to  A.B.  1162,  except  as  to  code  amended. 

A.B.  1164.  FRAZIER.    Amends  Sec.  164,  Ag.  C,  re  deer-tight  fences. 

Deletes  present  specifications  for  deer-tight  fences  and  authorizes  Fish  and 
Game  Commission  to  provide  specifications  therefor,  subject  to  certain  minimum 
requirements. 
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A.B.  1165.  MORGAN.    Adds  Sec.  2007,  C.  C.  P.,  re  motion  to  suppress  a  deposition. 

Provides  that  unless  notice  of  motion  made  at  least  10  days  prior  to  trial 
adverse  party  is  deemed  to  admit  legality  of  commission  for  and  validity  of  taking 
and  filing  of  deposition.  If  a  deposition  is  filed  within  15  days  of  date  set  therefor, 
trial  must  be  postponed  on  request  of  any  party  other  than  one  filing  deposition  to 
allow  at  least  live  days  to  prepare  a  motion  to  suppress.  Such  motion  to  be  set 
for  hearing,  heard  and  decision  rendered  as  in  other  motions,  decision  thereon  to 
control  introduction  of  deposition  at  the  trial. 

A.B.  1166.  MORGAN.    Amends  Act  2048,  re  practice  of  dentistry. 
Skeleton  bill. 

A.B.  1167.  MORGAN.    Amends  Sec.  20,  Act  4749,  re  proceedings  by  commission 
under  Workmen's  Compensation,  Insurance  and  Safety  Act  of  1917. 
Provides  that  commission  may  alter  any  award  or  order  upon  "new  facts 
arising  subsequently  thereto,"  instead  of  upon  "good  cause  appearing  therefor"  as 
section  now  reads. 

A.B.  1168.  MORGAN.    Ameuds  Sec.  3,  Act  4749,  re  compensation  to  be  allowed 
under  Workmen's  Compensation,  Insurance  and  Safety  Act  of  1917. 
Provides  that  in  case  of  aggravation  of  any  disease  existing  prior  to  injury 
compensation  is  to  be  allowed  only  for  such  proportion  of  disability  "or  death"  due 
to  aggravation  of  prior  disease  as  may  reasonably  be  attributed  to  the  injury. 

A.B.  1169.  MORGAN.  Amends  Sec.  12,  Act  4749,  Workmen's  Compensation, 
Insurance  and  Safety  Act  of  1917,  re  computation  of  earnings  as  basis  of 
compensation  under  act. 

Present  section  provides  that,  whether  employee  has  or  has  not  worked  in  such 
employment  at.  least  260  days  of  preceding  year,  average  weekly  earnings  shall  be 
figured  on  basis  of  260  days  of  employment  in  one  year.  Bill  changes  this  provision 
to  provide  that  average  weekly  earnings  in  such  case  shall  be  (a)  for  an  employ- 
ment of  30  hours  or  more  a  week,  95  per  cent  of  the  actual  weekly  earnings  at  time 
of  injury,  (b)  for  employment  of  less  than  30  hours  a  week  or  irregular,  intermit- 
tent, or  on  commission  basis,  95  per  cent  of  the  weekly  average  of  actual  earnings 
of  employee  from  all  employments  during  period  of  time,  between  three  months  and 
one  year  preceding  date  of  injury,  conveniently  taken  to  determine  average  earnings 
at  time,  of  injury  ;  but  further  provides  that  earnings  from  other  occupations  shall 
not  be  allowed  in  excess  of  rate  of  remuneration  paid  at  time  of  employment  in 
which  injury  is  sustained. 

In  case  of  seasonal  employment,  same  provision  as  (b)  as  to  calculation  save 
that  entire  year  preceding  injury  must  be  taken  as  basis,  with  same  provision  as 
to  remuneration  of  employment  in  which  injury  was  sustained. 

A.B.  1170.  MORGAN.  Amends  Sec.  14,  Act  4749,  re  nonresident  alien  dependents, 
and  reassignment  of  death  benefit  under  Workmen's  Compensation,  Insur- 
ance and  Safety  Act  of  1917. 

Provides  that  compensation  to  alien  dependent  widow  or  children  not  residents 
of  United  States. shall  be  60  per  cent  of  amount  provided  for  x-esidents. 

Authorizes  employer  to  commute  future  instalments  of  compensation  payable 
to  such  parties  by  paying  the  value  thereof  at  time  of  payments. 

Denies  to  alien  widowers,  parents,  brothers,  and  sisters,  not  resident  in  United 
States,  any  compensation. 

Provides  that  death  benefit  shall  be  a  specific  award  to  beneficiary  and  not  a 
trust  fund  for  others.  In  event  of  death  of  beneficiary,  unpaid  death  benefit  may 
be  apportioned  by  commission  to  surviving  dependents  of  deceased  employee,  but 
not  in  excess  of  extent  of  dependency  at  time  of  injury. 

A.B.  1171.  MORGAN.    Amends  Sec.  60,  Act  4749,  re  hearings  of  commission  under 
Workmen's  Compensation,  Insurance  and  Safety  Act  of  1917. 
Provides  that  all  oral  testimony  with  all  objections  and  rulings  shall  be  taken 
down  at  hearings  in  shorthand  by  a  phonographic  reporter. 
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A.B.  1172.  MORGAN  and  CRAIG.  Amends  Sec.  13,  Act  2964,  the  1923  two  cent 
gas  tax  act,  re  disposition  of  moneys  collected  under  the  act. 

Provides  that  three-fourths,  instead  of  one-half,  of  all  moneys  in  the  motor 
vehicle  fuel  fund,  after  payments  into  the  fuel  tax  enforcement  fund  have  been 
made  and  refunds  shall  have  been  paid,  shall  be  appropriated  to  the  counties. 

Raises  from  $5,000  to  $7,500,  the  quarterly  payments  to  each  county. 

Provides  that  the  apportionment  to  each  county  having  more  than  3500  regis- 
trations shall  be  distributed  between  the  unincorporated  area  and  the  municipalities 
of  the  county  on  the  basis  of  motor  vehicle  registration,  according  to  method  of 
computing  specified.  Until  registration  data  are  available,  such  distribution  shall 
be  made  on  the  basis  of  the  last  Federal  census  according  to  similar  formula. 

Requires  the  adoption  of  a  major  highway  improvement  plan  by  each  county 
and  a  major  street  improvement  plan  by  each  city  and  limits  use  of  funds  received 
under  the  act  to  furtherance  of  such  major  plans. 

Municipalities  may  transfer  any  portion  of  their  funds  to  the  boards  of  super- 
visors, specifying  the  purposes  for  which  such  portion  shall  be  expended. 

A.B.  1173.  CASSIDY.    Amends  Sec.  315,  Ag.  C,  re  meat  inspection. 

Provides  that  director  shall  establish  such  requirements  with  respect  to 
inspected  slaughtering  plants  as  will  enable  occasional  slaughterers  to  obtain  inspec- 
tion service  there  at  reasonable  cost;  also  as  will  permit  the  occasional  slaughtering 
of  animals  in  sections  of  the  State  removed  from  inspected  slaughtering  plants, 
where  slaughtering  is  for  local  consumption  only.  Such  rules  shall  also  permit 
the  meat  from  such  occasional  slaughterings  to  be  sold  at  retail  shops. 

A.B.  1174.  ELEANOR  MILLER.    Amends  Sec.  4307,  Pol.  C.  re  county  charges. 

Includes  in  county  charges  expenses  incurred  in  searching  for  and  rescuing 
persons  lost  or  endangered  because  of  storms  or  other  catastrophes. 

A.B.  1175.  HALLNER.    Adds  Sec.  3C64f,  re  taxation. 

Imposes  upon  persons  operating  vessels  for  transporting  persons  or  property 
a  tax  equal  to  7  per  cent  of  gross  receipts. 

A.B.  1176.  COTTRELL.  Repeals  Sec.  3770,  Pol.  C,  re  collection  of  additional  50 
cents  by  tax  collector  for  property  appearing  on  delinquent  list. 

A.B.  1177.  ALTER.  Adds  Sec.  830.5,  Ag.  C,  re  permit  to  transport  fruiU,  nuts 
and  vegetables. 

Provides  that  any  person  who  sells  or  transports  any  fruits,  nuts  or  vegetables 
which  are  to  be  used  for  commercial  processing,  preserving  or  by-product  purposes 
or  being  delivered  in  State  for  grading,  packing  or  preserving,  must  obtain  a  permit 
from  the  commissioner  of  the  county,  must  account  for  disposal  on  request  of  com- 
missioner.   Authorizes  revocation  or  suspension  of  the  permit  for  cause. 

A.B.  1178.  BLISS.  Amends  Sees.  581  to  59ft,  incl..  590 :  adds  Sec.  580.  renum- 
bers present  Sec.  580  to  be  Sec.  580.5,  F.  and  G.  C,  re  kelp. 

Transfers  administration  and  control  of  kelp  beds  and  kelp  leases  from  Fish 
and  Game  Commission  to  Division  of  State  Lands. 

License  fees  and  privilege  tax  are  to  be  paid  into  general  fund  instead  of  State 
university  fund  and  fish  and  game  preservation  fund. 

A.B.  1179.  BLISS.    New  act,  re  hours  of  labor. 

Limits  hours  of  labor  in  business  affected  with  a  public  interest,  to  rive  days 
in  one  week  and  six  hours  in  one  day. 

A.B.  1180.  BLISS.    Amends  Sec.  4131,  Pol.  C  re  records  of  the  county  auditor. 

Permits  recording  of  instruments  by  photography  as  well  as  handwriting  and 
typewriting. 
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A.B.  1181.  BLISS.    Amends  See.  :i<;44.  Pol.  C  re  taxation  of  vessels. 

Vessels  used  exclusively  for  fishing  purposes  shall  be  assessed  at  their  home 
port  when  the  assessor  of  the  county  where  such  vessels  are  registered  is  given 
notice  thereof  in  writing. 

A.B.  1182.  BLISS.  Amends  Sec.  13,  Act  2964,  the  1923  two  cent  gas  tax  act,  re 
expenditure  of  moneys  collected  under  the  act. 
Authorizes  the  board  of  supervisors  of  any  county  to  use  any  portion  of  the 
revenues  received  under  the  act  for  the  payment  of  principal  and  interest  on  the 
purchase  or  redemption  of  county,  city  or  special  assessment  district  bonds  for 
the  payment  of  which  ad  valorem  special  assessments  have  been  levied,  and  the  pro- 
ceeds of  which  bonds  were  used  for  the  acquisition  of  rights  of  way  or  the  con- 
struction or  maintenance  of  roads,  streets  and  culverts  that  have  subsequently  been 
included  in  the  State  highway  system.

A.B.  1185.  KNOWLAND  and  ROBERTS.    Adds  Sees.  405a,  405b,  Pen.  C,  re 
lynching. 

Defines  lynching  as  taking  of  any  person  from  custody  of  peace  officer  by  means 
of  any  riot. 

Punishment :  Not  more  than  20  years  in  State  prison. 

A.B.  1186.  CRIST.    Appropriates  $360,000  for  construction  and  equipment  Aguew 
State  Hospital.    Declares  act  urgency  measure. 

A.B.  1187.  HOFFMAN.    Adds  Sec.  48b,  Act  3854,  California  Irrigation  District 
Act. 

Provides  how  moneys  from  lease,  sale  of  lands  acquired  by  district  through 
delinquent  assessments,  or  as  penalties  upon  delinquent  assessment,  shall  be  pro- 
rated to  the  respective  district  funds. 

A.B.  1188.  HOFFMAN.    Amends  Sec.  32b,  Act  3854,  California  Irrigation  District 
Act,  re  sinking  funds  of  districts. 
Deletes  provision  permitting  modification  of  amount  of  funding  or  refunding 
bond  sinking  fund  payments  by  directors  with  permission  of  California  Bond  Certifi- 
cation Commission. 

A.B.  1189.  HOFFMAN.    Repeals  Sec.  11,  Act  3857a,  California  District  Securities 
Commission  Act,  re  insolvent  districts  and  bonds  thereof. 

A.B.  1190.  HOFFMAN.    Adds  Sec.  32f,  Act  3854,  California  Irrigation  District  Act. 

Gives  holder  of  funding  or  refunding  bond  all  rights  and  remedies  he  had  under 
his  surrendered  outstanding  bonds,  subject  to  provisions  in  funding  or  refunding  plan 
or  in  bond  accepted  thereunder. 
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A.B.  1191.  HOFFMAN.    Amends  Sec.  44.  Act  3854,  California  Irrigation  District 
Act. 

Add9  provision  that  all  moneys  from  penalties,  redemptions,  sale  and  rents  less 
irrigation  costs  be  deposited  in  a  fund  to  be  used  only  for  payment  of  matured 
bonds  and  coupons. 

A.B.  1192.  HOFFMAN.    Amends  Sec.  11,  Act  3857a,  California  Districts  Securities 
Commission  Act. 

Lea out  provision  allowing  board  of  directors  with  permission  of  commis- 
sion to  levy  assessments  according  to  land  owner's  ability  to  pay. 

A.B.  1193.  UTT  and  CRAIG.    Amends  Sec.  792,  Ag.  C,  re  standardization  of 

avocados. 

Instead  of  provision  that  avocados  must  be  free  from  insect  injury  which  has 
penetrated  or  damaged  the  flesh  and  from  mold  and  decay,  provides  that  avocados 
must  be  free  from  serious  damage  due  to  such  injury,  mold  or  decay.  Defines 
serious  damage  as  that  which  onuses  a  loss  of  20  per  cent  by  weight  of  the  edible 
portion  of  the  individual  avocado. 

A.B.  1194.  CRAIG.    Adds  Sec.  852c,  Act  5233,  re  officers  in  cities  of  the  sixth  class. 

Provides  for  the  submission  to  the  electors  of  the  question  as  to  whether 
appointive  city  officers  shall  be  made  elective.

A.B.  1195.  WOOL  WINE.    New  act,  re  effect  of  full  pardons. 

Restores  all  rights  and  privileges  possessed  at  time  of  conviction  to  persons 
heretofore  or  hereafter  granted  a  full  pardon  by  the  Governor. 

A.B.  1196.  WOOLWINE.    Amends  Sec.  38Sla,  Pol.  C,  re  erroneous  tax  payments 
and  credits. 

Requires  taxpayer  to  surrender  tax  receipt  before  cancellation  and  transfer  of 
erroneous  tax  payment. 

Provides  that  if  erroneous  payment  by  taxpayer  be  discovered  within  one  year 
after  publication  of  delinquent  list,  notice  to  actual  owner  must  state  that  unless 
taxes  and  penalties  paid  within  21  days,  property  will  be  sold  to  State. 

Makes  incidental  changes  in  wording. 

Empowers  tax  collector  to  correct  errors  in  crediting  tax  payments  to  wrong 
property,  the  removal  of  such  credit  to  revive  tax  lien  ;  provides  for  similar  notice  in 
case  of  erroneous  tax  credit  as  in  case  of  erroneous  tax  payment,  such  notice  to  be 
in  lieu  of  publication  of  property  in  delinquent  list. 

A.B.  1197.  GILMORE.    Repeals  Sec.  2524c,  Pol.  C,  re  powers  of  Board  of  State 
Harbor  Commissioners. 
Repeals  provision  allowing  Board  of  State  Harbor  Commissioners  to  refund  cost 
of  approved  harbor  construction  from  revenues  collected  therefrom  to  person  or  cor- 
poration undertaking  such  construction. 

A.B.  1198.  BADHAM.    New  act,  re  State  employees'  retirement  fund. 

Appropriates  to  State  employees'  retirement  fund,  out  of  moneys  allocated  to 
Los  Angeles  County  from  the  motor  vehicle  fund,  the  sum  of  $34,000  for  the  benefit 
of  members  of  the  Los  Angeles  motor  patrol  transferred  to  the  State  Highway 
Patrol.  Said  sum  to  be  in  lieu  of  contributions  the  State  would  have  made  if  such 
persons  had  been  in  the  employ  of  the  State  during  the  time  they  were  members  of 
the  Los  Angeles  County  patrol. 

A.B.  1199.  FISHKR.    Claim  biU,  $3,843,  A.  C.  Brunzell  and  E.  S.  Brunzell. 

A.B.  1200.  FISHER.    Repeals  Sees.  1120  to  1140,  F.  and  G.  C,  thereby  abolishing 
the  State  Fish  Exchange. 
Provides,  for  transfer  of  records  and  equipment  to  the  Department  of  Agri- 
culture, and  requires  funds  on  hand  to  be  expended  in  publicity  campaigns  to  increase 
consumption  of  fresh  fish. 
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A.B.  1201.  FISHER.    Amends  Sec.  4095,  Pol.  C,  re  duties  of  county  auditors. 

Provides  for  cancellation  of  warrants  outstanding  for  two  years.  Existing  sec- 
tion allows  such  cancellation  when  warrants  uncalled  for  two  years. 

A.B.  1202.  BADHAM.    Amends  Sees.  348,  356  and  357,  adds  Sec.  344.5,  Ag.  C, 
re  marks  and  brands. 
Requires  compliance  with  sanitary  requirements  for  slaughter  houses  before  a 
license  to  slaughter  cattle  mav  be  issued  under  the  marks  and  brands  Sees,  of 
the  Ag.

Provides  that  disposition  of  meat  of  cattle  slaughtered  on  own  premises  by  an 
owner  of  property  must  be  in  accordance  with  the  Sees,  of  the  Ag.

Requires  Board  of  Regents  to  charge  minimum  tuition  fee  of  $50 
for  lower  division  work,  .$75  for  upper  division  work,  and  $100  for  graduate  division 
work,  plus  such  additional  amount  as  may  be  required  to  cover  one-half  the  cost  per 
student  for  administration,  instruction  and  research  in  the  respective  divisions;  pro- 
portionated tuition  fees  to  be  required  of  part-time  students. 

Requires  fees  to  supplement  money  appropriated  by  the  State  and  to  be  used 
for  salaries  of  employees  of  university  engaged  in  administration,  instruction  and 
research. 

Provides  no  employee  shall  receive  remuneration  for  research  except  for  spe- 
cific assignments  approved  by  dean  of  his  school  or  college  or  president  of  the 
university. 

See.  1394^.  Provides  that  nonresident  students  shall  be  charged  at  least  $25 
more  than  resident  students  for  same  full-time  work  and  that  "a  proportional  tuition 
fee  shall  be  fixed  for  nonresident  students  enrolled  in  the  university  for  resident 
study  during  the  academic  year." 

A.B.  1204.  LYON.  Amends  Sec.  5.21,  Sch.  C,  re  tiution  fees  and  funds  of  teachers' 
colleges. 

Provides  Director  of  Education  shall  determine  fees  and  deposits  charged  in 
State  teachers'  colleges  :  minimum  tuition  fees  to  be  $50  for  lower  division  work  and 
$75  for  upper  division  work,  plus  such  additional  amounts  as  necessary  to  cover  one- 
half  the  cost  per  student  of  administration  and  instruction  in  the  respective  divisions.

Permits  junior  college  district  or  high  school  district  to  charge  tuition  fee  of 
$50  per  pupil  per  semester  for  full  time  students  in  junior  college  courses  when 
moneys  received  from  State  and  district  are  inadequate  to  pay  salaries ;  propor- 
tional fee  to  be  charged  part-time  students. 

A.B.  1206.  LYON.  Amends  Sec.  6,  Act  8490,  re  giving  notice  of  hearing  required 
by  "Special  Assessment,  Investigation,  Limitation  and  Majority  Protest 
Act  of  1931." 

Requires  notice  of  hearing  to  be  sent  by  mail  to  each  person  to  whom  land 
within  proposed  district  is  assessed  or  to  each  person  whose  name  and  address  is  on 
file  in  office  of  city  clerk  as  interested  in  the  property,  instead  of  and  to  each  person, 
who  has  so  filed  his  name. 


A.B.  1207.  LYON.    Claim  bill,  $168.26,  city  of  Los  Angeles. 
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A.B.  1208.  LYON.    Amends  Sec  526,  C.  C.  P.,  re  injunctions. 

Adds  to  enses  where  sin  injunction  can  not  be  granted,  the  staying  or  prevention 
of  any  public  improvement  ordered  by  a  State,  county,  municipal  corporation  or 
district  until  eminent  domain  action  is  tiled. 

A.B.  1209.  LYON".    Amends  Sec.  1432,  Pol.  C,  re  powers  and  duties  of  Regents  of 
University  of  California. 
Adds  that  fixing  tuition  and  admission  fees  is  to  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
Sees.  1393  and  1394J.  Pol.  ('.,  relating  to  such  fees  from  resident  and  nonresident 
pupils. 

Requires  board  through  president  of  university  to  include  in  biennial  report  to 
Governor  complete  and  itemized  rciiorts  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures  for  each  of 
the  years  of  the  biennium  and  complete  itemized  annual  budgets  for  the  ensuing 
biennium.

A.R.  1210.  C.  RAY  ROBINSON.    Adds  Sec.  113,  Act  3854,  California  Irrigation 
District  Act,  re  bond  holders. 
Requires  holders  of  10  per  cent  or  more  of  outstanding  bonds  to  join  in  suit  to 
compel,  enforce,  prohibit  or  restrain  action  of  directors. 

A.B.  1211.  FISHER.    Adds  Sec.  603,  Veh.  C,  re  operation  of  authorized  emergency 
vehicles. 

Exempts  driver  of  authorized  emergency  vehicle  from  obedience  to  rules  of  the 
road  and  other  traffic  laws,  but  provides  that  such  drivers  must  use  due  care  for  the 
safety  of  persons  using  the  highway,  and  shall  not  be  protected  from  the  conse- 
quences of  au  arbitrary  exercise  of  such  privileges.

Creates  Unemployment  Relief  Finance  Committee  to  supervise  issuance  and  sale 
of  such  bonds,  and  provides  for  the  levying  of  tax  to  pay  principal  and  interest 
accruing  on  bonds  issued.  Appropriates  $35,000  to  pay  expense  of  preparation 
and  sale  of  bonds. 

Act  to  take  effect  upon  adoption  of  constitutional  amendment  ratifying  and 
validating  act. 

A.B.  1214.  GRUBBS.    Repeals  Sees.  891  to  900,  Ag.  C,  re  field  crop  standards  and 
inspection. 
A.B.  1666,  apparently  identical  bill. 

A.B.  1215.  GRUBBS.    Repeals  Sees.  301  to  317,  incl.,  and  321  to  324,  incl.,  Ag.  C, 
re  meat  inspection  and  foreign  cold-storage  meat. 

A.B.  1216.  SULLIVAN.    New  act,  re  compulsory  unemployment  insurance  system. 

Sets  up  system  similar  to  that  provided  by  A.B.  878,  except  that  excludes  all 
persons  employed  at  a  rate  of  $2,000  a  year  or  more,  instead  of  excluding  persons 
employed  at  other  than  manual  labor  receiving  $175  or  more  a  month  and  persons 
whose  compensation  was  $2,000  or  more  during  the  preceding  year,  and  provisions, 
re  special  unemployment  reserves  commission  are  omitted,  and  benefits  are  lower, 
having  maximum  of  $10  a  week.  Exceptions  to  right  to  claim  benefit  are  also  some- 
what different,  although  principle  is  same.  Act  to  take  effect  as  to  contribution 
requirements  on  January  1,  1934.  Requirement  of  payment  of  benefits  not  effective 
until  January  1,  1935.

A.B.  1217.  BADHAM.    Amends  Sec.  312.  Ag.  C,  re  meat  inspection. 

Provides  that  the  fee  paid  by  any  slaughtering  establishment  shall  not  exceed 
the  actual  compensation  paid  to  the  inspectors  for  such  establishment,  including  the 
employees'  contribution  to  the  Employees'  Retirement  Fund;  requires  fees  to  be 
paid  monthly  instead  of  quarterly  ;  and  requires  each  establishment  to  deposit  with 
the  director  one-half  of  the  amount  of  one  month's  inspection  fee  to  be  held  in  trust 
by  the  director  to  be  applied  on  any  fees  due  the  State  in  the  event  of  discontinu- 
ance of  inspection.

Changes  name  of  teachers  colleges  to  "State  colleges." 

Permits  State  colleges  to  continue  teaching  training  curricula  and  to  add  thereto 
"other  curricula"  leading  to  a  baccalaureate  degree.

Provides  for  full  examination  of  election  laws,  determination  of  need  of  revision, 
and  study  of  methods  of  reducing  present  cost  of  elections.

All  amounts  received  by  cities  shall 
be  expended  exclusively  for  the  acquisition  of  rights  of  way  and  for  the  construction 
and  maintenance  of  major  traffic  highways,  bridges  and  culverts  and  for  payment  of 
principal  and  interest  of  bonds,  the  proceeds  of  which  were  used  for  such  purposes. 
Requires  annual  reports  to  Department  of  Public  Works  by  each  city  receiving  any 
funds  under  this  act. 

Divides  the  remaining  two-thirds  of  the  moneys  in  the  State  treasury  from 
which  such  appropriations  are  made,  between  the  counties  and  the  State,  in  equal 
proportions. 

Defines  the  term  "city"  to  include  a  city  and  county,  even  though  such  city  and 
county  is  likewise  deemed  a  county  under  other  provisions  of  law  with  respect  to  the 
appropriation  of  funds  derived  from  the  sources  specified  above.

Purports  to  repeal  "Pay  Check  Act,''  "Private  Employment  Agency  Act,"  pro- 
vides that  Bank  Act  shall  not  apply  to  such  exchanges. 

A.B.  1242.  MARTIN.    Adds  Sec.  597h,  Pen.  C,  re  coursing  of  hares  and  rabbits. 

Prohibits  and  defines  coursing  as  releasing  live  hares  or  rabbits  and  causing 
them  to  be  pursued,  worried  or  killed  by  dogs.  Includes  in  the  prohibition  partici- 
pants, owners  of  the  premises,  and  aiders  and  abettors;  excepts  mechanical  con- 
trivances and  wild  hares  and  rabbits.

States  that  driver  of  vehicle  striking  dog  or  cat  shall  render  all  necessary 
assistance,  including  carrying  to  veterinarian  and  notifying  owner  as  shown  ou 
license  tag  if  animal  has  a  tag. 

A.B.  1245.  CALLAHAN.  New  act.  authorizing  suits  against  State  by  depositors 
of  Guarantee  Building  and  Loan  Association  of  Los  Angeles  to  recover 
losses  arising  out  of  defalcations  of  Gilbert  R.  Beesemyer. 

A.B.  1240.  LEVEY.  Amends  Sec.  3604a,  Pol.  C,  re  taxation  of  public  service 
companies. 

Includes  "parlor  car  companies"  in  list  of  such  companies  taxable  at  5i  per 
cent  of  gross  receipts. 
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A.B.  1247.  FIELD.    Amends  Sec.  927,  C.  C.  P.,  re  small  claims  courts. 
Raises  jurisdiction  of  small  claims  court  from  $50  to  $100. 

A.B.  1248.  TURNER.    Amends  Sees.  2,801,  2.802,  2.805,  repeals  Sec.  2.804,  Sch.  C. 
re  liability  of  school  districts  and  school  boards. 
Eliminates  all  liability  on  part  of  district  or  members  of  school  board  for 
injuries  to  person  or  property  caused  by  district  or  by  officer  or  employee  thereof. 

A.B.  1249.  HORNBLOWER.    New  act,  re  regulation  of  motor  transportation  agents. 

Repeals  Act  5130b,  a  substantially  similar  act  enacted  in  1931.  Present  act 
enlarges  the  scope  of  former  Act  5130b,  the  main  changes  being  as  follows : 

Defines  motor  transportation  agent  as  one  selling  transportation  over  public 
highways  by  motor  carriers.  Defines  motor  carrier  as  anyone  transporting  persons 
for  compensation  over  public  highways  of  the  State,  as  a  common  carrier  or  other- 
wise, without  holding  certificate  from  Railroad  Commission. 

Provides  that  the  act  shall  not  apply  to  the  carriage  of  anyone  when  no  compen- 
sation is  paid  or  requested  nor  to  carriage  wholly  within  the  limits  of  a  single 
municipality.  Provides  that  where  a  portion  of  the  expense  incurred  in  the  course 
of  transportation  is  paid  by  the  passenger  such  transportation  makes  one  a  carrier 
within  the  meaning  of  this  act. 

Provides  that  this  act  shall  apply  whether  transportation  is  interstate  or  intra- 
state. 

Provides  that  the  Railroad  Commission  shall  issue  licenses.  Provides  for  fee 
of  .$5  per  year  and  posting  of  bond  of  $1,000.  Provides  that  licenses  not  transferable. 
Provides  for  punishment  for  violation  of  this  act.  Places  burden  of  proof  on  the 
one  accused  of  such  violation. 

A.B.  1250.  HORNBLOWER.    Adds  Sees.  1156  to  1158,  P.  and  G.  C,  re  closing  of 
areas  to  hunting. 

Authorizes  Director  of  Natural  Resources,  with  consent  of  Governor,  to  close 
to  hunting  any  area  newly  stocked  by  Fish  and  Game  Commission  with  game  birds 
or  mammals,  or  any  area  where,  in  the  judgment  of  the  director,  added  protection 
for  game  birds  or  mammals  is  needed. 

Order  closing  area  must  be  published,  and  remains  in  force  for  such  time  as 
director  may  designate,  or  until  new  legislation  thereon  becomes  effective. 

Amends  Sec.  991,  F.  and  G.  O,  re  commercial  fishing 
licenses. 

Provides  that  such  a  license  may  be  issued  only  to  a  person  who  has  resided  in 
this  State  one  year.

Changes  present  season  (May  1-November  30)  to  May  15-November  15.

Prescribes  open  season  on  male  pheasants  between  November  15  and  November 
20.  Bag  limit  three  per  day. 

A.B.  1254.  HORNBLOWER.    Adds  Sec.  488.5,  F.  and  G.  C.  re  fish  hatcheries. 

Prohibits  maintenance  of  private  fish  hatcheries  on  any  stream  above  point 
where  water  is  diverted  for  use  of  State  fish  hatchery. 

A.B.  1255.  HORNBLOWER.    Amends  Sec.  37  if,  Pol.  C.  re  bonds  of  officers  of 
Division  of  Fish  and  Game  of  the  Department  of  Natural  Resources. 
Provides  all  official  bonds  of  the  Division  of  Fish  and  Game  shall  be  filed  with 
the  Director  of  Finance. 

A.B.  1256.  HORNBLOWER.    Amends  Sec.  1230,  adds  1340.5,  F.  and  G.  C,  re 
predatory  animals. 

Removes  from  list  of  predatory  animals  in  Sec.  1230,  certain  animals  such  as 
rat*,  rabbits,  squirrels,  etc.,  which  are  not  strictly  predatory,  and  places  such 
animalK.  with  others,  in  a  separate  section  as  unprotected  animals. 
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A.B.  1257.  HORXBLOWER.    Amends  See.  1177,  adds  1203.5,  F.  and  G.  C,  re

Prescribes  open  season  on  wild  pigeons  between  December  1  and  December  15. 
Bag  limit  10  per  day,  20  per  week. 

A.B.  1258.  HORXBLOWER.  Amends  Sec.  1251,  F.  and  G.  C,  defining  spike  buck 
as  a  male  deer  with  unbranched  antlers  on  "one  or"  both  sidea 

A.B.  1259.  HORXBLOWER.  Adds  Sec.  492.5,  F.  and  G.  C,  prohibiting  ship- 
ment of  more  than  two  daily  bag  limits  of  game  fish  per  week. 

A.B.  1200.  HORXBLOWER.  Amends  Sec.  489,  F.  and  G.  C,  prohibiting  taking 
fish  near  either  side  of  a  spawn-taking  station,  instead  of  "the  lower  side" 
as  at  present.

Changes  penalty  for  escapes  by  State  prisoners  from  term  of  six  months  up  to 
five  years  to  term  of  one  year  up  to  life  in  the  State  prison. 

A.B.  1202.  HORXBLOWER.    Amends  Sec.  5,  Act  1916,  re  annual  report  of  Board 
of  Prison  Terms  and  Paroles  to  the  Governor. 
Provides  annual  report  shall  include  "number  of"  instead  of  "names  of  pris- 
oners whose  terms  were  fixed  or  who  were  released  by  the  board. 

A.B.  1263.  FISHER,  CRIST  and  HOFFMAN.    Repeals  Sec.  842,  C.  C.  P.,  re 
practice  of  law  in  justice  courts. 
Abolishes  provisions  that  any  person,  except  constable  who  served  the  summons, 
may  appear  as  attorney  in  justice's  courts. 

A.B.  1264.  LYOX.  Amends  Sees.  1  to  6,  10  to  13,  17,  20a,  adds  Sec.  lib,  repeals 
Sees.  9a,  9b,  9c,  9d,  Act  112,  re  regulation,  supervision  and  licensing  of 
real  estate  brokers  and  salesmen. 

Provides  that  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  advertise  or  assume  to  act  as  a  real  estate 
broker  without  first  obtaining  a  license  from  State  Real  Estate  Division. 

Changes  Real  Estate  Commission  to  a  State  Real  Lstate  Division  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Investment.  Real  Estate  Commissioner  to  be  appointed  by  Governor  from 
a  list  of  at  least  12  brokers  nominated  by  a  committee  named  by  Governor  from 
licensed  brokers. 

Commissioner  to  receive  $5,000  instead  of  $6,000. 

Requires  commissioner  to  issue  to  licensed  brokers  and  salesmen  copies  of  Cali- 
fornia Real  Kstate  Act,  rules  and  regulations  of  department. 

Commissioner  to  appoint  committee  of  3  brokers  to  assist  the  Commissioner, 
and  to  meet  not  more  than  4  days  in  each  month. 

Requires  publication  of  a  condensed  directory. 

Compensation  of  deputies  not  to  exceed  $3,600. 

Budget  of  division  made  available  to  brokers  and  salesmen. 

Requires  Commissioner  to  spend  at  least  seven  days  per  month  at  office  in  San 
Francisco,  Los  Angeles  and  Sacramento. 

Exempts  four  deputies  from  civil  service. 

Provides  that  broker's  examination  fee  is  to  be  $20  instead  of  $15.  Renewal 
of  license  fee  to  be  $3  instead  of  $5.  Renewal  of  salesmen's  license  $1  instead  of 
$2.    Duplicate  license  $1.    Reinstatement  of  license  $1. 

Provides  that  a  license  not  revoked,  but  canceled,  may  be  reinstated  upon 
application. 

Provides  that  one  advertising  as  a  broker  without  a  license  shall  be  puimhed. 
Repeals  Sees.  9a,  9b,  9c,  9d,  re  brokers'  bonds. 

A.B.  1265.  CROXIX.  Adds  Sec.  329,  C.  C.  P.,  re  foreclosure  of  street  improvement 
assessment  liens. 

Action  for  foreclosure  of  liens  secured  by  assessment  against  real  property  for 
street  improvements  payable  in  installments,  may  be  commenced  any  time  within 
two  years  after  default  in  payment  of  any  installment. 
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A.B.  126^  CRONIN.  New  act,  re  licensing  of  passenger  stages  by  the  Railroad 
Commission. 

Declares  passenger  stages  to  be  a  public  nuisance  when  operated  as  common 
carriers  over  public  highways  by  passenger  stage  corporations  without  having  first 
obtained  a  certificate  of  public  convenience  and  necessity  from  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission. 

Excludes  from  operation  of  act  stages  operating  solely  within  a  city  or  carrying 
exclusively  pupils  attending  school. 

Authorizes  seizure  of  stages  operating  illegally  and  provides  for  their  sale. 

A.B.  1267.  CRONIN.  Amends  Sec.  12,  Act  S548,  State  Housing  Act,  re  height 
limit  and  construction  specifications  of  semifireproof  apartment  houses  or 
hotels. 

Limits  height  of  such  buildings  to  six  stories  or  twice  width  of  widest  street  on 
which  lot  abuts,  or  85  feet  measured  from  highest  curb  level  adjacent  to  face  of 
building  up  to  bottom  of  top  story  ceiling  joists. 

When  part  of  building  exceeds  six  stories,  first  floor  of  top  six  stories  and  all 
below  said  floor  to  be  fireproof  construction,  and  top  six  stories  shall  have  struc- 
tural steel  or  reinforced  concrete  frame  with  all  columns  fireproofed  throughout. 

Requires  protection  of  all  openings  between  fireproof  and  semifireproof  portions 
as  required  for  openings  in  boiler  rooms.  Prescribes  specifications  for  all  inner 
courts,  shafts  and  chutes  entering  fireproof  portion  and  for  every  window  or  door 
opening  thereinto. 

Requires  continuous  four  feet  by  eight  feet  fireproof  passageway  to  serve  each 
story  below  level  of  adjacent  sidewalk  and  to  have  direct  exterior  entrance  at  front 
and  rear  of  building.    No  portion  below  garage  to  be  occupied  as  residence. 

A.B.  1268.  CRONIN.    New  act.  re  State  highways. 

Directs  Department  of  Public  Works  to  lay  out  and  construct  necessary  high- 
ways within  the  grounds  of  certain  State  institutions.  Said  highways  to  be  second- 
ary State  highways. 

A.B.  1269.  CRONIN.    Amends  Sec.  206,  C.  C.  P.,  re  trial  jurors. 

Provides  for  selection  of  trial  jurors  in  cities  and  counties  from  the  different 
assembly  districts  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  inhabitants  in  each  such  district. 

A.B.  1270.  CRONIN.    Amends  Sec.  578,  Prob.  C,  re  compromises  by  executors  and 
administrators. 

Allows  executor  or  administrator  holding  a  past  due  note  secured  by  realty, 
upon  approval  of  the  court  to  take  a  new  note  secured  by  same  realty  in  favor  of 
heirs  and  devisees  of  decedent. 

A.B.  1271.  CRAIG.    New  act,  re  cash  depositories. 

Provides  for  organization  of  cash  depositories  not  in  excess  of  one  in  each 
incorporated  municipality.  Such  depositories  to  be  incorporated  under  general 
corporation  law,  minimum  capital  of  $2,500,  nothing  but  cash  to  be  accepted  in 
payment  of  capital  stock.  Depository  to  secure  permit  from  and  put  under  examina- 
tion and  regulation  by  Superintendent  of  Banks. 

Depositories  to  receive  and  pay  out  money,  exchange,  issue  certificates  therefor 
without  interest  and  to  do  business  of  banking  other  than  investment  of  deposits. 
Loans  of  deposits  to  be  only  with  depositor's  consent,  depository  acting  as  broker. 
Checks  to  be  cashed  by  depository  at  depositor's  risk.  Monthly  service  fee  to  be 
charged  by  depository  for  service.  Depository  may  invest  in  United  States  securities 
at  price  not  exceeding  par  or  market  value  when  cash  too  bulky  or  inconvenient  to 
handle,  and  may  deposit  funds  in  bank  that  is  member  of  Federal  reserve  bank 
system  approved  by  Superintendent  of  Banks. 

A.B.  1272.  CRAIG.    New  act,  re  signs  upon  State  highways. 

Directs  Department  of  Public  Works  to  erect  and  maintain  upon  State  high- 
ways such  route  number  and  directorial  information  signs  as  are  necessary. 

Such  signs  to  bear  the  words  "State  Highway"  and  "Department  of  Public 
Works."    No  existing  sign  to  be  replaced  until  it  no  longer  serves  for  the  guidance 
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or  control  of  travel  because  of  defacement  or  change  in  the  information  appearing 

thereon. 

Forbids  issuance  of  permit  for  advertising  of  any  kind  on  any  State  highway 
right  of  way. 

See  A.B.  2000. 

A.B.  1273.  GILMORE  and  HORNBLOWEH.    Revises  Act  6129.  re  regulation  of 

wrestling  and  boxing. 

Keenncts  provisions  of  existing  law.  with  the  following  changes: 

Provides  for  appointment  by  Governor  of  Director  of  Athletics  and  appointment 
by  such  director  of  deputy  director.  Athletic  Commission  to  consist  of  three  mem- 
bers and  the  director  and  secretary  acting  ex  officio. 

Director  is  given  complete  power  and  authority  to  administer  the  act.  but  his 
decisions  are  subject  to  review  by  commission. 

Permits  issuance  of  licenses  to  persons,  as  well  as  clubs  and  associations,  to 
stage  contests  or  exhibitions  when  such  persons  have  been  residents  of  the  State  for 
three  years  and  of  the  county  one  year  prior  to  issuance  of  such  license.  Members 
of  club  to  which  a  license  is  issued  must  be  resident  in  the  State  one  year.  Appli- 
cation for  license  to  contain  statement  of  number  of  shows  to  be  held  during  the  year 
and  the  dates  thereof;  to  be  accompanied  by  copy  of  lease,  if  any,  of  building  in 
which  contest  is  to  be  held  ;  and  also  to  be  accompanied  by  surety  bond  equal  in 
amount  to  total  sale  of  tickets  for  seating  capacity  of  bouse,  to  secure  payment  to 
boxers,  wrestlers  and  referees  for  their  services  and  refund  of  price  of  tickets  to  pur- 
chasers thereof  in  case  contest  not  held. 

No  license  to  be  issued  to  a  boxer  over  88  years  of  age. 

Requires,  in  addition,  that  promoters,  judges,  matchmnkcrs.  announcers  and 
ticket  Collector!  be  licensed. 

Provides  for  hearing  upon  refusal  of  commission  to  issue  license. 

Provides  for  tine  for  first  violation  of  act,  in  addition  to  temporary  disqualifi- 
cation. 

Provides  that  any  unused  tickets  be  given  to  inspector  in  charge.  Complimentary 
tickets  in  excess  of  2  per  cent  of  seating  capacity  are  to  be  treated  as  paid 

admissions. 

Inspectors  appointed  under  this  act  are  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the 
director.  Previous  qualifications  for  such  inspectors  changed,  and  limits  compen- 
sation to  $">  per  diem  while  actually  employed. 

Permits  referee  to  declare  fight  to  be  "no  contest"  at  any  time  before  completion 
of  scheduled  number  of  rounds. 

Provides  judges  to  assist  in  decision  as  to  the  result  of  any  bout. 

Alters  weight  difference  allowance  in  contest  between  various  classes  of  boxers. 

Excludes  from  regulation  of  act  contests  in  schools  and  colleges. 

Provides  that  if  wrestling  exhibitions  are  to  be  shown  to  the  public,  they  should 
be  advertised  as  exhibitions  and  not  contests. 

Deletes  the  following  provisions: 

1.  Regarding  contests  held  in  State  or  city  armory  or  in  building  used  for 
religious  services.  .  '  m.    .  . 

2.  Exempting  from  tax  contests  where  proceeds  inure  to  benefit  of  recognizer! 
associations  of  veterans  of  any  war  of  the  United  States. 

3.  Penalizing  persons  or  organizations  other  than  the  contestants  for  partici- 
pating in  sham  or  collusive  contest.  _;  

4.  Regarding  contests  under  supervision  of  National  Guard  or  Naval  Militia 
where  contestants  are  active  members  of  the  National  Guard  or  Militia. 

A.B.  1274.  HORNBLOWER  and  GILMORE.    Amends  Sees.  -,  Veh.  C. 

The  purpose  of  this  bill  is  to  consolidate  proposed  amendments  to  the  Veh.  C, 
approved  at  the  fiftieth  se»>ion  of  the  Legislature,  so  that  all  the  law  on  this  subject 
may  be  brought  into  one  act. 

Skeleton  bill. 

A  B  1276  O'DONNELL,  MEEKER  and  ZION.    New  act,  re  consolidation  at 
Davis  of  activities  of  College  of  Agriculture  of  University  of  California. 
Skeleton  bill. 
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A.B.  1276.  BOWERS  and  POWERS.  Amends  Sees.  5.120,  5.133,  5.134,  5.180, 
5.181,  5.182,  and  5.540,  Sch.  C,  re  granting  of  teaching  credentials  and 
certificates. 

Changes  the  term  "California  State  Teachers  College"  to  "State  College,"  and 
provides  that  appropriate  credentials  may  be  granted  to  holders  of  diplomas  of 
graduation  from  teacher  training  curricula  of  such  college. 

Provides  that  a  holder  of  a  diploma  of  graduation  from  teacher  training  cur- 
riculum of  any  State  college,  accompanied  by  a  certificate  of  the  board  of  education, 
is  exempt  from  provisions  of  Sec.  5.540. 

A.B.  1277.  NEILSEN.  New  act,  re  regulation  and  licensing  of  clinics  and  dis- 
pensaries. 

Defines  and  provides  for  licensing,  examination  and  supervision  by  State  Board 
of  Health  of  all  clinics  and  dispensaries  in  the  State. 

Provides  for  and  defines  five  classes  of  clinics  and  dispensaries  : 

1.  Charitable; 

2.  Teaching  and  research  ; 

3.  Employer's  ; 

4.  Private  pay  ;  and 

5.  Governmental. 

Sets  up  requirements  and  conditions  for  permits  to  be  issued  to  each  class  of 
clinics  and  dispensaries,  United  States  clinics  excepted. 

Requires  annual  reports  from  clinics  to  State  Board  of  Health  and  creates 
fund  from  collections  hereunder  for  administrative  expenses. 

Provides  penalties  for  violations. 

A.B.  1278.  SAMUEL  E.  ROBINSON.  New  act,  re  creating  Colorado  River  Board 
of  California  and  Colorado  River  Commissioner  of  California. 
Members  nominated  by  governing  bodies  of  any  county,  city,  or  district  which 
has  contracted  for,  or  is  making  consumptive  use  of  water  of  Colorado  River,  or 
which  has  authorized  bonds  for  purpose  of  making  such  use.  One  member  selected 
from  each  such  division.  No  division  situated  within  another  such  division  shall 
submit  nominations. 

Board  by  three-fourths  vote,  appoints  as  commissioner,  one  qualified  to  deal  with 
problems  of  Colorado  River  problem,  commissioner  to  appoint  deputy.  Members  to 
hold  office  until  January  1,  1936 ;  thereafter,  for  four  years. 

Compensation  of  commissioner  and  his  deputy  fixed  by  board. 

Commissioner  to  perform  duties  set  out  in  Art.  V  of  Colorado  River  Compact 
and  Sec.  16  of  Boulder  Canyon  Project  Act. 

Reserves  authority  heretofore  vested  in  Department  of  Public  Works. 

Appropriates  $40,000  to  carry  out  act. 

A.B.  1279.  POWERS.    New  act,  re  taxes  on  motor  vehicles. 

Provides  for  issuance  of  assessor's  emblems  upon  payment  of  personal  property 
tax  on  vehicles,  subject  to  registration.  Such  emblem  to  be  attached  to  the  rear 
license  plate. 

Provides  that  it  shall  be  unlawful  after  the  first  Monday  in  July  of  any  year  to 
diive  a  vehicle  not  exempt  from  taxation,  unless  equipped  with  an  assessor's  emblem. 
Duty  of  peace  officers  and  members  of  California  Highway  Patrol  to  enforce  act. 
Act  declared  urgency  measure. 

A.B.  1280.  HORNBLOWER.  Amends  Sees.  452a  to  453,  incl.,  C.  C,  re  mutual 
and  benefit  life  associations. 
Makes  following  changes:  (1)  Amounts  of  policies  limited  to  $3,000  instead 
of  $3  a  member  multiplied  by  number  of  members;  (2)  raises  original  subscrip- 
tions from  $5-$10  limit  to  $10-$15  limit,  changes  minimum  fund  required  to  do 
business  to  $10,000  instead  of  amount  equal  to  largest  policy  ;  (3)  extends  time  for 
existing  associations  to  acquire  minimum  original  membership  from  June  1,  1932, 
to  June  1,  1934;  (4)  provides  that  liability  on  policies  may  be  reinsured,  merged, 
consolidated,  at  option  of  association;  (5)  employees  associations  under  sections 
limited  to  groups  having  same  employer;  (6)  $10,000  mortality  reserve  fund  must

be  created  and  maintained,  by  assessment  if  necessary,  by  associations,  other  than 
employees  association;  (7)  raises  maximum  annual  dues  from  $5  to  $8,  maximum 
assessment  liability  of  members  from  $3  per  member  to  $3  per  $1,000,  or  fraction 
thereof,  of  insurance;  (8)  provides  for  adoption  of  by-laws  allowing  collection  of 
assessments  in  anticipation  of  death  of  members,  such  by-laws  to  set  up  mortality 
schedule  for  such  advance  assessments  at  not  less  than  50  per  cent  of  net  premium 
on  ordinary  life  under  American  Experience  Table  of  Mortality,  with  4  per  cent 
interest. 

A.B.  1281.  WEST.  Adds  Sec.  603,  Pen.  C,  permitting  entering  on  private  prop- 
erty for  purpose  of  catching  fish  in  waters  stocked  by  State.  Owner  of  land 
may  recover  only  actual  damages  for  injury  occasioned  by  such  entry. 

A.B.  1282.  PATTERSON.    Amends  Sec.  2.1230,  Sch.  C,  re  mileage  allowed  to 
county  superintendent  of  schools. 
Allows  same  rate  of  mileage  to  county  superintendent  of  schools  as  is  allowed 
to  sheriff,  to  be  paid  out  of  county  general  fund. 

A.B.  1283.  POWERS.  Amends  Sec.  1272,  adds  Sec.  1272.5,  F.  and  G.  C,  providing 
change  in  deer  season  in  District  1  (September  16-Oetober  15)  to  Sep- 
tember 1-September  30. 

A.B.  1284.  SCUDDER.    Adds  Sec.  1414,  F.  and  G.  C,  re  forfeiture  of  hunting 
and  fishing  equipment  illegally  used. 
Forfeiture  of  such  equipment  may  be  ordered  in  discretion  of  judge  upon 
conviction  of  fish  and  game  law  violation. 

A.B.  1285.  SCUDDER.  Amends  Sees.  651,  652,  653,  655,  adds  Sec.  490.5,  F.  and 
G.  C,  re  prohibition  of  taking  any  fish  with  a  spear. 

A.B.  1286.  HORNBLOWER,  SCUDDER  and  FRAZ1ER.    Adds  Sees.  170,  171, 
172  F.  and  G.  C.,  re  fish  and  game  districts. 
Skeleton  bill. 

A.B.  1287.  SCUDDER.    Amends  Sees.  ,  F.  and  G.  C. 

The  purpose  of  this  bill  is  to  consolidate  amendments  to  the  Fish  and  Game 
Code  approved  at  the  fiftieth  session  of  the  Legislature  so  that  all  amendments  to 
the  code  may  be  found  in  one  chapter  of  the  1933  statutes. 

A.B.  1288.  SCUDDER.  Amends  Sees.  851,  861,  869,  870,  871,  repeals  Sees.  853, 
855,  856,  857,  858,  859,  862,  864,  865,  866,  867,  868,  Ag.  C,  re  canned 
foods. 

Adopts  and  establishes  certain  standards  of  condition  and  fill  for  containers, 
and  requirements  for  marking  olives  packed  in  tin  or  glass  containers  and  canned 
peaches,  pears,  apricots  and  cherries.    Deletes  standard  of  size  of  such  fruits. 

Requires  canned  olives,  but  not  canned  fruits,  of  the  grade  of  seconds  to  be 
so  marked.  Requires  number  of  olives  and  cut  of  the  size  to  be  placed  on  outside 
of  container. 

Provides  that  present  requirements  for  marking  canned  ripe  olives  shall  be 
changed  from  time  to  time  to  comply  with  regulations  of  U.  S.  Department  of  Agri- 
culture. 

Repeals  provisions  re  canned  fruit  seconds,  and  specifications. 

A.B.  1289.  ROLAND.    Amends  Sec.  2924,  adds  Sees.  2924b,  2924c,  2924e,  C.  C,  re 
deeds  of  trust  and  mortgages. 
See  digest  S.B.  391,  apparently  identical  bill. 

A.B.  1290.  ROLAND.    Amends  Sec.  726,  adds  Sees.  725,  726a,  C.  C.  P.,  re  mort- 
gages and  deeds  of  trust. 
See  digest  S.B.  390,  apparently  identical  bill. 
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A.B.  1291.  ROLAND.    Adds  Sec.  2924d,  C.  C,  re  deeds  of  trust  and  mortgages. 

See  digest  S.B.  490,  apparently  identical,  with  exception  that  the  amount  of 
fees  allowed  for  services  of  trustee  have  been  inserted.  Fee  not  over  one-half  of 
1  per  cent  of  debt,  but  minimums  in  any  case  to  be  $25. 

A.B.  1292.  PHILLIPS  (by  request).  New  act,  re  creation  and  management  of 
California  Desert  Park. 

Declares  all  land  belonging  to  the  State  of  California  in  a  particularly  described 
parcel  situate  in  San  Bernardino  and  Riverside  counties  to  be  a  State  park  and 
reserved  for  recreational  purposes.  Instructs  Director  of  Natural  Resources  to 
accept  and  receive  for  the  State  grants  of  land  in  such  parcel.  Said  park  put  under 
supervision  of  said  director. 

Creates  California  Desert  Park  fund.  Declares  all  roads  within  said  area  to  be 
State  park  roads  and  State  highways.  Authorizes  Director  of  Natural  Resources  to 
transfer  such  property  to  the  United  States  for  national  park  purposes. 

A.B.  1293.  FISHER.    Amends  Sec.  925,  Pen.  C,  re  grand  juries. 

Requires  copy  of  defendant's  testimony  to  be  delivered  to  him  within  10  days. 

Provides  reporter  shall  not  draw  any  salary  until  transcripts  of  testimony  are 
written  up  and  delivered. 

A.B.  1294.  FISHER  and  CRIST.  Adds  See.  952a,  Pen.  C,  re  indictments  and 
informations. 

Allows  defendant  to  apply  for  and  court  to  allow  bill  of  particulars  on  any 
indictment  or  information  which  is  too  general ;  bill  may  be  amended  but  evidence 
at  trial  must  be  substantially  confined  to  the  bill. 

A.  B.  1295.  FISHER  and  CRIST.  Amends  Sec.  995,  Pen.  C,  re  setting  aside  indict- 
ments. 

Adds  that  indictment  must  be  set  aside  on  motion  of  defendant  if  evidence 
before  the  grand  jury  was  insufficient  to  show  a  crime  was  committed  or  probable 
cause  to  believe  defendant  guilty. 

A.B.  1296.  SULLIVAN.  Repeals  Sec.  831d,  C.  C.  P.,  setting  forth  rules  of  pleading 
and  practice  in  the  municipal  courts. 

A.B.  1297.  WRIGHT.    Amends  Sec.  7,  Act  1998,  re  powers  and  duties  of  coroners. 

Existing  section  provides  that  where  death  occurs  without  medical  attendance 
the  undertaker  must  notify  the  registrar,  who  must  refer  the  case  to  the  coroner,  who 
must  furnish  him  with  a  death  certificate. 

Bill  adds  where  cause  of  death  is  unknown,  where  attending  physician  is  absent, 
where  deceased  commits  suicide,  where  an  injury  contributes  to  cause  of  death,  or 
where  death  occurs  under  suspicious  circumstances,  the  undertaker  shall  notify  the 
coroner.  Allows  the  coroner  custody  of  the  body  and  authorizes  him  to  appoint  a 
physician  to  perform  an  autopsy.  Requires  coroner  to  furnish  the  undertaker  with 
a  standard  death  certificate. 

A.B.  1298.  WRIGHT.    Amends  Sees.  7,  8,  Act  9008,  re  death  certificates. 

Under  present  section,  medical  certificate  shall  be  signed  by  physician  last  in 
attendance  before  death,  who  must  define  and  give  his  conclusions  as  to  cause  of 
death. 

Revised  to  provide  the  medical  certificate  shall  be  signed  by  physician  last  in 
attendance  unless  he  is  unable  to  state  the  cause  of  death,  or  where  the  person 
commits  suicide,  or  where  an  injury  contributes  to  cause  of  death,  or  where  death 
occurs  under  suspicious  circumstances. 

Under  such  circumstances,  or  where  the  physician  continues  to  be  absent,  the 
person  in  control  of  the  body  must  notify  the  coroner,  who  shall  make  the  required 
certification  for  the  undertaker  within  three  days  after  examining  the  body. 

A.B.  1299.  LEVEY  (by  request).    Amends  Sec.  690,  C.  C.  P.,  re  property  exempt 
from  execution  or  attachment. 

Adds  one  radio,  one  automobile  and  one  motor  truck  to  list  of  property  exempt 
from  such  proceedings. 
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A.B.  1300.  LATHAM.    Amends  Sec.  3633,  Pol.  C,  re  equalization  of  assessments. 

Provides  that  if  taxpayer  furnishes  statement  of  property  on  demand,  assessment 
thereof  to  be  subject  to  equalization,  but  if  he  neglects  or  refuses,  value  fixed  by 

assessor  not  to  be  changed  by  board  of  supervisors. 

A.B.  1301.  LEVEY  (by  request).    Amends  Sees.  1,  5,  24,  Act  2256,  Direct  Primary 
Law.  re  party  affiliation,  party  conventions  and  State  central  committees. 
See  digest  S.B.  492,  apparently  identicnl  bill. 

A.B.  1302.  UTT.    Amends  Sees.  6,  7.  26,  adds  7a,  21a,  Act  3814,  Corporate  Securi- 
ties Act,  re  regulation  of  securities  brokers. 
Abolishes  broker's  bond,  providing  in  lieu  thereof  for  audit,  examination  of 
broker's  business. 

Provides  that  financial  status,  such  as  to  jeopardize  customers'  money,  of  broker, 
or  operation  in  violation  of  act,  shall  constitute  cause  for  suspension  or  revocation 
of  broker's  license. 

Makes  issue  of  license  conditional  upon  consent  of  applicant  to  audit,  exami- 
nation, and  seizure  and  liquidation  of  brokerage  business  by  commissioner  in  case 
of  such  bad  financial  condition,  authorizes  commissioner  to  so  seize  and  liquidate.

This 
officer  to  be  charged  with  audit,  examination,  of  broker's  business. 

Broker's  license  fee  raised  from  $25  to  $125.

Makes  brother  or  sister  as  well  as  relatives  now  enumerated  of  an  insane  person 
or  inebriate  responsible  for  seeing  that  he  is  properly  cared  for  and  liable  for  the 
care  and  support  of  such  person. 

A.B.  1304.  MARTIN.    Amends  Sec.  4191.  Pol.  C,  re  law  library  fund. 

Provides  balance  in  law  library  fund  at  end  of  any  fiscal  year  may  be  trans- 
ferred into  the  county  general  fund. 

A.B.  1305.  COBB  and  HOFFMAN.    Amends  Sees.  6,  10,  12,  Act  8490,  re  notices, 
assessment  limitations,  incidental  expenses  of  proceedings  and  payment  of 
part  of  cost  from  public  funds  in  "Special  Assessment  Investigation,  Limi- 
tation and  Majority  Protest  Act  of  1931." 
Provides  that  notice  of  hearing  may  be  sent  to  each  landowner  within  the 
district  at  his  address  as  an  alternative  to  mailing  notice  to  such  owner. 

Provides  that  assessments  to  be  included  in  determining  whether  one-half  of 
true  value  of  land  has  been  exceeded  shall  be  assessments  prior  to  date  for  receiving 
bids  for  improvement  contract  in  the  proceedings :  incidental  expenses  included  in 
estimated  or  actual  cost.  If  actual  cost  including  incidental  expenses  exceeds 
amount  that  may  bo  specially  assessed  upon  benefited  property,  and  contract  has  been 
awarded  the  legislative  body  must  pay  excess  cost  from  general  funds  and  balance 
shall  be  assessed  in  accordance  with  statute  under  which  such  proceedings  are 
conducted. 

Provides  that  if  project  is  undertaken,  all  cost  of  proceedings  taken  may  be 
included  in  incidental  expenses,  as  part  of  amount  for  which  special  assessments 
may  be  levied  or  bonds  issued. 

A.B.  1306.  DEMPSTER  (by  request).    New  act,  Naturopathic  Practice  Act  of  1933, 
re  regulation  of  the  practice  of  naturopathy.    (Manipulatory  and  adjustive 
methods  of  treatment  of  sick  and  afflicted.) 
Creates  State  Board  of  Naturopathic  Examiners  of  five  members,  to  be  appointed 
by  the  Governor,  and  provides  that  board  may  appoint  and  fix  the  salaries  of  a 
secretary,  assistants,  and  other  employees,  make  rules  and  regulations,  and  generally 
administer  and  enforce  the  detailed  administration  procedure  provided  for. 

Provides  detailed  educational  and  other  requirements  prerequisite  to  issuance 
nt  licenses  by  the  board,  and  provides  for  payment  of  annual  licenses  fees.  Gives 
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board  power  over  suspension  and  revocation  of  licenses,  regulation  and  control  of 
licenses,  and  provides  penalties  for  violations. 

Creates  fund  from  fees,  fines,  and  penalties  collected,  and  appropriates  such 
moneys  for  administrative  expenses. 

A.B.  1307.  GREENE.    Amends   Sec.   44,  Act  5128,   California   Vehicle  Act,  re 
renewal  of  registration  of  vehicles. 
Skeleton  bill. 

A.B.  1308.  GREENE.    New  act,  re  fur-bearing  animals. 
Skeleton  bill. 

A.B.  1309.  GREENE.    Amends  Sees.  3746,  3751,  3756,  3817,  3817a,  Pol.  C,  re 
property  tax,  delinquency  penalties  and  assessments. 
Skeleton  bill. 

A.B.  1310.  LYON.  Amends  Sees.  2,  3,  14,  adds  Sec.  3a,  Act  1400,  repeals  Sec.  686, 
Pol.  C.,  re  Civil  Service  Commission. 

Provides  that  no  member  shall  receive  any  compensation  and  deletes  provision 
providing  for  $15  per  diem. 

Provides  that  chief  examiner  and  secretary  shall  be  appointed  by  commission' 
with  consent  of  Senate. 

Adds  provision  that  commission  shall  succeed  to  powers  of  Department  of 
Finance  and  Division  of  Personnel  and  organization  in  Department  of  Finance 
pertaining  to  administration  of  Civil  Service  Act. 

Provides  that  commission  shall  determine  whether  charges  filed  by  a  citizen 
other  than  appointing  power  are  enough  to  warrant  a  hearing.  If  it  finds  that  no 
hearing  is  necessary,  it  may  on  its  own  motion  dismiss  the  charges.

A.B.  1311.  CROWLEY.    Amends  Sec.  3817,  Pol.  C,  re  property  tax  redemptions. 

Eliminates  provision  for  computation  of  amount  of  unpaid  tax  where  none 
assessed  ;  eliminates  requirement  for  payment  of  costs  and  expenses  on  redemption. 

A.B.  1312.  CROWLEY.    Amends  Sec.  737vv,  Pol.  C.  re  salary  superior  court  judge, 
Solano  County. 
Skeleton  bill. 

A.B.  1313.  CROWLEY  (by  request).  Amends  Sec.  514,  Pen.  C,  re  embezzlement 
of  funds  of  depositors  of  bank  or  building  and  loan  association. 
Makes  such  embezzlement  felony  punishable  by  imprisonment  in  State  prison 
from  one  to  ten  years  and  makes  embezzler  ineligible  to  office  of  honor,  trust,  profit, 
in  State.  Provides  that  no  such  person  shall  be  released  from  State  prison  until 
makes  full  restitution  of  embezzled  funds. 

A.B.  1314.  CROWLEY.  Amends  Sees.  4.200,  4.210,  4.773,  Sch.  0,  re  county  ele- 
mentary school  funds. 

Provides  that  if  moneys  raised  by  county  elementary  school  tax,  together  with 
forest  reserve  funds  and  poll  tax  collections,  are  insufficient  to  provide  minimum 
amount  estimated  by  county  superintendent  of  schools,  total  amount  received  to  be 
apportioned  to  county  elementary  school  fund  instead  of  prorated  between  county 
elementary  school  supervision  fund  and  unapportioned  county  elementary  school  fund.

6!)2,  694,  C.  C.  P.,  re  sales  under  power  of 
sale  and  under  execution. 

Provides  for  notice  before  sale  of  property  on  execution  or  under  power  of  sale 
in  a  mortgage  or  deed  of  trust. 

Allows  any  person  having  an  interest  in  the  obligation  to  purchase  property  at 
the  sale. 
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A.B.  1316.  HATCH.    Amends  Sec.  726,  C.  C.  P.,  re  deficiency  judgments. 

See  S.B.  699,  apparently  identical,  except  that  under  this  bill  only  one  action 
may  be  had  for  enforcement  of  any  right  secured  by  deed  of  trust. 

A.B.  1317.  HATCH.  Adds  Sec.  702a,  C.  C.  P.,  re  sale  of  property  under  trust 
deed  or  mortgage. 

Allows  redemption  within  three  months  after  power  of  sale  has  been  exercised 
subject  to  limitations  as  provided  in  Sec.  702,  C.  C.  P. 

A.B.  1318.  HATCH.  Adds  Sees.  2924b,  2924c,  2924d,  2924e.  2924f,  C.  C,  re  deeds 
of  trust  and  mortgages. 

Sec.  2924b.  Provides  for  recordation  of  a  request  for  notice  of  default  by 
person  interested  in  encumbered  premises.  Such  requestor  shall  be  mailed  notice 
of  default  and  of  the  time  and  place  of  sale. 

Sec.  2924c.  Precludes  holder  of  obligation  from  securing  a  deficiency  judg- 
ment after  exercising  power  of  sale.  Gives  power  to  foreclose  deeds  of  trust  by 
action. 

Sea  2924d.  Costs  of  sale,  not  exceeding  $50.  and  costs  of  foreclosure  to  be 
paid  by  mortgagor. 

Sec.  2924e.  Provides  for  reinstatement,  if  obligation  has  been  accelerated,  by 
paying  all  sums  due  except  the  principal  debt. 

Sec.  2924f.  Purchaser  at  sale  under  power  of  sale  to  receive  rents  and  profits. 
Such  amount  to  be  credited  upon  redemption  money. 

A.B.  1319.  BOYLE.    Amends  Sec.  13,  Act  ."5966.  Juvenile  Court  I -aw,  re  transfer 
of  cases  to  county  wherein  person  filed  against  resides. 
Adds  provision  that  the  county  to  which  case  transferred  assumes  all  liability 
for  support  of  the  person  involved  and  the  original  county  is  discharged  from 
liability. 

A.B.  1320.  BOYLE.  New  act,  re  creation  and  powers  of  California  Truck  Com- 
mission. 

Defines  "private  highway  transportation  company"  as  persons  owning,  operating. 
'  or  controlling  motor  vehicle  for  compensation  over  public  highways. 

Creates  California  Truck  Commission  of  five  members  appointed  by  Governor 
for  term  of  four  years.  Fixes  salaries  of  members  and  requires  bond  to  be  posted 
by  each  member  in  sum  of  $50,000. 

Requires  operating  permits.  Forbids  issuance  where  operation  would  impair  or 
injure  existing  transportation  agencies.  Requires  fee  of  $25  yearly,  plus  50  cents 
per  ton  of  load  capacity  of  each  vehicle  operated,  to  be  paid  into  Truck  Commission 
Fund,  and  appropriates  $200,000  annually  for  support  of  commission.  Balance  to 
be  transferred  to  the  general  fund. 

Authorizes  establishment  of  minimum  rates  for  handling  different  commodities 
on  roads  paralleling  any  railroad  or  routes  traveled  by  certificated  trucks  regulated 
by  railroad  commission.  Minimum  rates  to  equal  those  established  by  railroad 
commission  if  latter  are  reasonable. 

Authorizes  rehearing  from  order  of  commission  and  appeal  therefrom. 

Violation  of  provisions  of  act  a  misdemeanor. 

Authorizes  resort  to  injunction  by  any  citizen  to  restrain  violation  of  the  act, 
whether  citizen  directly  injured  or  not. 

A.B.  1321.  BOYLE.  Adds  Sec.  654d,  Pen.  C,  re  advertisements  of  drugs  of 
medicines. 

Prohibits  false  statements  or  knowing  dissemination  of  false  information  by 
radio  or  broadcasting  device  concerning  cure  of  ailments,  use  of  drugs,  or  relief  of 
pain,  which  information  is  known  to  be  untrue. 

Penalty,  misdemeanor. 

A.B.  1322.  BOYLE.  Amends  title,  adds  Sec.  12,  Act.  5814,  re  State  aid  to  coun- 
ties supporting  aged  indigent  persons. 

Provides  for  State  aid  not  in  excess  of  $180  per  annum  for  each  person  of 
the  age  of  70  years  or  over  supported  by  any  county  in  the  State. 

Provides  manner  of  payment  of  such  aid. 
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A.B.  1323.  MALONEY.  Amends  Sec.  3,  Act.  2048,  re  officers  of  the  Board  of 
Dental  Examiners. 

Adds  provisions  that  secretary  of  the  board  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor 
from  the  membership  of  the  board,  for  a  term  of  four  years. 

A.B.  1324.  WEST.    Amends  Sec.  664,  C.  C.  P.,  re  entry  of  judgment. 

Stays  entry  of  judgment  upon  a  verdict  until  decision  upon  motion  for  judg- 
ment notwithstanding  verdict,  when  such  motion  is  pending. 

A.B.  1325.  COBB.    Amends  Sees.  224m,  226,  227,  C.  C,  repeals  Sec.  2346,  Pol.  C, 
re  adoption  of  children. 
Substantially  identical  with  S.B.  59,  with  exception  that  appropriation  of  the 
Department  of  Social  Welfare  is  reduced  and  Sec.  2346,  Pol.  C,  giving  such  depart- 
ment authority  to  investigate  relinquishment  cases  is  repealed. 

A.B.  1326.  BADHAM  (by  request).  Repeals  Act  6429,  re  wages  paid  on  public 
works. 

A.B.  1327.  FIELD.    Amends  Sec.  2,  Act  2694,  re  State  Nursery. 

Provides  that  nursery  stock  must  not  be  sold  at  price  less  than  cost. 

A.B.  1328.  FIELD.  Amends  Sec.  3,  Act  112,  California  Real  Estate  Act,  re  direc- 
tory of  brokers  and  salesmen. 

Makes  it  permissive  instead  of  mandatory  for  Real  Estate  Commissioner  to 
publish  such  directory. 

Provides  that  commissioner  upon  request  shall  furnish,  instead  of  mail,  one  or 
more  copies  of  directory  to  a  licensed  broker,  or  other  person,  at  actual  cost  of 
printing  directory  plus  cost  for  wrapping  and  mailing. 

A.B.  1329.  LYON,  HALLNER  and  McBRIDE.    New  act,  re  horse  racing. 
See  digest  S.  B.  997,  apparently  identical  bill. 

A.B.  1330.  DEMPSTER  (by  request).  New  act,  Tax  Supervising  and  Conserva- 
tion Act. 

Creates  Tax  Supervising  and  Conservation  Board  with  jurisdiction  over  tax 
levies  and  incurrence  of  indebtedness  by  municipalities  in  counties  of  over  2,000,000 
population. 

Tax  board  to  compile  and  keep  permanent  record  of  information  relative  to 
indebtedness  of  all  such  municipalities. 

Empowers  tax  board  to  investigate  accounts  and  review  and  revise  budgets  and 
to  fix  amount  of  tax  to  be  levied. 

Provides  for  appeal  from  order  of  tax  board  to  State  Board  of  Equalization. 

Requires  all  proposed  special  tax  levies  or  incurrences  of  indebtedness  to  be 
first  submitted  to  tax  board,  which  shall  provide  for  public  hearing  thereon. 

Board  to  publish  and  distribute  its  findings  and  recommendations  thereon. 
Requires  annual  report  by  tax  board  to  be  filed  with  and  published  by  county 
supervisors. 

Provides  penalties  for  violation  of  act. 

Permits  tax  board  to  grant  extension  of  time  for  performance  of  any  duties 
required  by  the  act. 

A.B.  1331.  DEMPSTER  (by  request).    Adds  Sec.  47a,  Act  591,  State  Bar  Act,  re 
name  or  names  under  which  may  practice  law. 
Provides  no  attorney  shall  practice  law  except  under  his  own  name,  and  no 
firm  of  attorneys  shall  include  in  the  firm  name  the  name  of  any  persons  not  active 
members  of  the  firm. 

A.B.  1332.  DEMPSTER  (by  request).    Amends  Sec.  11*,  Act  2349,  re  fees  which 
may  be  charged  by  private  employment  agencies.  ' 
Provides  that  such  agency  may  not  charge  a  fee  in  excess  of  one  dollar  for 
obtaining  employment  for  any  applicant. 
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A.B.  1333.  LYON.    Adds  Sec.  593b,  Pen.  C,  re  climbing  electric  poles,  towers,  or 

structures. 

Prohibits,  without  permission  of  the  owner,  climbing  on  poles,  towers,  or 
structures,  designed  to  support  wire  or  cable  for  transmission  of  electric  energy. 

Penalty,  misdemeanor. 

A.B.  1334.  GREENE.  Amends  Sec.  1240,  C.  C.  P.,  re  taking  of  property  under 
power  of  eminent  domain. 

Deletes  provisions  permitting  the  taking  of  certain  lands  belonging  to  the 
I'nited  States  under  proceedings  in  eminent  domain. 

Provides  that  use  for  a  State  highway  or  a  highway  of  a  joint  highway  district 
shall  be  deemed  more  necessary  uses  than  the  public  use  to  which  such  property  has 
already  been  appropriated. 

Deletes  certain  provisions  relating  to  railroad  crossings. 

A.B.  1335.  GREENE.  Amends  Sec.  363c  Pol.  C,  re  powers  of  the  Director  of 
Public  Works. 

Provides  that  director  may  delegate  powers  and  duties  to  deputies  and  assistants, 
and  ratify  the  acts  thereof,  that  all  notices  must  be  served  on  the  director,  deputies 
or  assistants,  and  that  succession  in  office  of  the  director  shall  not  terminate  dele- 
gated authority,  but  that  such  authority  may  be  revoked  by  the  new  directors.

Provides  that  if  said  parcel  is  no  longer  needed  for  highway  purposes,  it  shall 
revert  to  Department  of  Natural  Resources  for  State  park  purposes. 

A.B.  1337.  GREENE.  Amends  Sec.  692,  Pol.  C,  re  contracts  for  the  acquisition  of 
land  by  the  State. 

Existing  section  provides  that  all  contracts  for  the  acquisition  of  land  by  the 
State,  except  land  to  be  acquired  by  Department  of  Public  Works  for  highway 
rights  of  way,  must  have  the  approval  of  the  Director  of  Finance. 

Bill  extends  exception  to  all  land  for  "highway  purposes." 

A.B.  1338.  GREENE.  Adds  Sec.  363cc,  Pol.  C  re  filing  State  highway  maps  for 
record  by  county  recorders. 

Authorizes  Director  of  Public  Works  to  file  for  record  with  the  recorder  of  the 
county  in  which  such  highway  may  be  located,  general  route  maps  showing  the  route 
of  any  State  highway. 

Directs  county  recorders  to  accept  and  file  such  maps,  without  fee.  Recorder 
directed  to  keep  a  hook  of  "State  Highway  Right  of  Way  Maps." 

A.B.  1339.  GREENE.    Amends  Sec.  1,  Act  5618,  re  liability  of  public  officers  for 
injuries  resulting  from  defects  in  public  streets  and  buildings. 
Provides  that  no  liability  shall  attach  until  such  officer  personally  has  actual 

notice  of  the  defect. 

A.B.  1340.  WILLIAMSON.  Amends  Sees.  6,  9,  10,  13  to  16,  20  to  22,  Act  57, 
re  mislabeled  or  misbranded  fowls  and  the  enforcement  and  administration 
of  said  act. 

Declares  canned  food  is  mislabeled  :  if  it  falls  below  standards  promulgated  by 
U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  and  bears  no  statement  to  that  effect;  canned 
tomatoes  labeled  "solid  pack"  or  "fancy,"  if  below  U.  S.  solidity  standards. 

Deletes  provisions  for  appointment,  duties  and  salaries  of  State  Laboratory 
Director,  assistant  and  consulting  nutrition  expert.  Provides  Board  of  Public 
Health  to  appoint  "Chief  of  Bureau  of  Food  and  Drug  Inspections." 

Powers  and  duties  of  former  laboratory  director,  and  others  as  indicated,  are 
distributed  as  follows :  _  .  

(a)  To  State  Laboratory:  analyzing  of  foods  and  liquors  as  ordered  by  board 
or  secretary  on  suspicion  of  violation  of  act  (Sec.  10)  ; 
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(b)  To  Chief  of  Bureau  of  Food  and  Drug  Inspections:  (1)  powers  of  peace 
officers  in  this  State  (Sec.  10)  ;  (2)  duty  to  annually  report  to  board  violations 
found  (Sec.  15)  ;  (3)  to  hear  cases,  instead  of  board  or  secretary  doing  so  (Sec. 
16)  ;  hearings  held  at  place  designated  by  board,  instead  of  board  or  secretary, 
provision  for  15-day  notice  being  deleted  (Sec.  16)  ;  (4)  said  chief  or  any  agent  or 
inspector  of  Department  of  Public  Health,  instead  of  Board  of  Health,  may  quaran- 
tine food  deemed  adulterated  within  sixth  subdivision,  Sec.  4 ;  such  food  to  be 
released  on  written  notice  from  said  chief  (Sec.  20)  ; 

(c)  To  Chief  of  Bureau  of  Laboratories:  (1)  duty  to  report  to  secretary  viola- 
tions of  act  found  by  laboratory  (Sec.  13)  ;  (2)  duty  to  certify  laboratory  analyses 
(Sec.  16),  all  such  certificates  to  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  facts  therein  stated 
(Sec.  14). 

Throughout  bill,  references  to  "State  Board  of  Health"  are  amended  to  "State 
Board  of  Public  Health." 

References  to  "National  Pure  Food  Act"  in  Sec.  22  are  amended  to  "National 
Pure  Food  and  Drugs  Act." 

A.B.  1341.  WILLIAMSON.    Amends  Sec.  2,  Act  1248,  re  canneries. 
Increases  annual  license  fee  from  $10  to  $75. 

A.B.  1342.  WILLIAMSON.  Amends  Sees.  6,  9  to  16,  inclusive,  20,  Act  58,  re  State 
Board  of  Public  Health. 

Substitutes  for  "Director  of  the  State  Laboratory"  the  following :  "Chief, 
Bureau  of  Laboratories"  or  "Chief,  Bureau  of  Food  and  Drug  Inspections." 

Provides  for  hearings  before  Chief  of  Bureau  of  Food  and  Drug  Inspections, 
instead  of  before  Board  of  Health,  and  eliminates  notice  of  hearing  requirement. 

No  change  in  Sec.  20. 

A.B.  1343.  NIELSEN.  Adds  Sec.  363dd,  Pol.  C,  re  powers  of  Director  of  Public 
Works. 

Authorizes  director  to  enter  into  agreements  with  the  owners  of  existing  bridges, 
necessary  for  State  highway  purposes,  for  construction  of  a  new  bridge  or  recon- 
struction of  an  existing  bridge.  Prescribes  that  such  bridge  shall  be  a  part  of  State 
highway  system  and  title  thereto  shall  vest  in  the  State  of  California. 

A.B.  1344.  NIELSEN.    Adds  Sec.  373k,  Pol.  C,  re  State  park  lands. 

Authorizes  Director  of  Natural  Resources  to  grant  easements  for  public  high- 
ways over  such  lands. 

A.B.  1345.  NIELSEN.    Amends  Sec.  2631,  Pol.  C,  re  land  for  highway  purposes. 

Existing  section  provides  that  public,  in  accepting  laud  for  highway,  acquires 
only  a  right  of  way  and  incidents  thereto. 

Bill  includes  same  provision,  stating  it  to  be  effective  unless  grant  of  right  of 
way  or  proceedings  relating  thereto  provide  differently.  States  public  may  take 
complete  title. 

A.B.  1346.  NIELSEN.  Claim  bill,  $100,000,  disbursing  officer  of  Department  of 
Public  Works. 

A.B.  1347.  NIELSEN.  Claim  bill,  $5,000,  disbursing  officer  of  Department  of 
Public  Works. 

A.B.  1348.  NIELSEN.  Claim  bill,  $1,000,  disbursing  officer,  Department  of  Public 
Works,  payable  out  of  State  highway  and  maintenance  fund. 

A.B.  1349.  KING.  Repeals  Sec.  4,  Act  5846,  Old  Age  Security  Act  of  the  State  of 
California,  declaring  persons  whose  property,  or  if  married,  the  combined 
property  of  husband  and  wife,  exceeds  $3,000  in  value  not  entitled  to  aid 
under  the  act. 
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A.B.  1350.  KING.  Adds  Sec.  4052bl.  Pol.  C,  re  county  aid  for  district  public 
parks,  beaches  and  recreation  grounds. 
Provides  that  where  any  park,  beach  or  recreation  ground  in  unincorporated 
territory  acquired  under  any  special  assessment  district  proceeding  is  used  by  per- 
sons in  the  county  other  than  those  living  witkin  such  district,  the  board  of  super- 
visors by  four-fifths  vote  may  determine  that  improvement  is  a  matter  of  county 
interest  and  may  extend  aid  to  such  district.

Hunter  must  be  accompanied  by  deputy  of  commission,  and  must  pay  all 
expenses  of  deputy  while  so  accompanied.

New  act,  Stale  Liquor  Control  Act,  re  regulation 
and  licensing  of  manufacture,  possession  and  particularly  the  retail  dis- 
position of  wine,  beer  and  other  alcoholic  beverages. 

Provides  for  State  regulation  within  pro\  isions  of  Sec.  22  of  Art.  XX,  Const., 
approved  at  the  general  election  held  November  8,  1032.  Prohibits  saloons  and 
allows  sale  of  wine  and  beer  with  meals  in  licensed  eating  places  and  sale  of  pack- 
aged liquor  in  licensed  retail  stores.  Defines  wine.  beer,  liquor  and  type  and  class 
of  licenses  issued  hereunder. 

Creates  office  of  State  Liquor  Control  Commissioner,  and  provides  that  Com- 
missioner shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor,  shall  appoint  a  deputy  and  necessary 
assistants,  shall  generally  supervise  the  county  commissioners,  and  shall  provide 
uniform  procedure  throughout  the  State  in  administration  and  enforcement  of 
the  act. 

Creates  in  each  county  office  of  county  liquor  control  commissioner,  and  pro- 
vides that  the  county  commissioner  shall  be  appointed  by  the  supervisors,  shall 
issue,  suspend  and  revoke  licenses  under  detailed  procedure,  shall  regulate  and  con- 
trol the  business  licensed,  and  shall  administer  and  enforce  under  the  general  super- 
vision of  the  State  Commissioner  the  provisions  of  this  act  in  the  respective  counties. 

Provides  for  retail  wine,  beer  and  packaged  liquor  licenses  and  the  collection 
of  fees  therefor,  the  amount  of  which  is  graduated  according  to  volume  of  business, 
and  for  the  control  and  regulation  of  such  establishments  by  the  county  commis- 
sioner. 

Provides  for  issuance  by  county  commissioners  of  industrial,  wholesale,  brew- 
ery, winery  and  distillery  licenses  in  addition  to  retail  licenses. 

Prohibits  State  and  county  commissioners  from  owning  any  interest  in  any 
business  licensed  hereunder  and  also  prohibits  any  person  owning  any  interest  in 
any  wholesale  or  distributing  interest  from  being  connected  with  any  retail  business 
licensed  hereunder. 

Prohibits  transfer  of  licenses  and  provides  penalties  for  violation  hereof. 

Creates  State  liquor  control  fund  and  county  liquor  control  funds  for  moneys 
collected  under  the  act,  which  funds  are  to  be  used  to  defray  administrative  expenses, 
any  surplus  to  be  placed  in  the  respective  general  funds. 

Effective  date:  If  and  when  lawful  under  laws  and  Constitution  of  the  United 
States. 

A.B.  1528.  HORNBLOWER.  New  act.  Licensing  and  Control  Act,  re  regulation 
and  licensing  of  manufacture  and  sale  of  liquor  and  beverages  containing 
alcohol. 

Creates  State  License  Tax  Commission  of  three  members  appointed  by  the 
Governor  to  hold  office  for  six  years  at  annual  salary  of  $6,000  each.  No  com- 
missioner to  be  interested  or  connected  with  any  business  licensed  hereunder.  Pro- 
vides that  commission  may  issue,  suspend  and  revoke  licenses  for  manufacture  and 
the  wholesale  and  retail  distribution  of  liquor,,  make  rules  and  regulations,  con- 
duct hearings,  hire  necessary  assistants  and  employees,  and  generally  administer  and 
enforce  the  provisions  of  the  act. 

Prohibits  transfer  of  licenses  or  use  of  them  on  premises  other  than  those  in 
respect  to  which  they  were  issued.  Types  of  licenses:  Beer,  wine,  liquor  stores, 
industrial  alcohol,  medicinal  alcohol,  wholesale  liquor,  and  hotel  licenses  for  selling 
packaged  alcoholic  liquors.  Sets  out  license  fees  for  each  type  of  license,  and  pro- 
vides one-half  of  receipts  from  licenses  issued  shall  be  paid  to  the  county  where 
collected,  less  expenses  of  the  commission. 
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A.B.  1529.  POWERS.  Amends  Sees.  374C,  3756,  3759  and  3817,  Pol.  C,  re  prop- 
erty tax  installments  and  delinquency  and  redemption  penalties. 
Provides  for  payment  of  real  property  taxes  in  quarterly  installments  due  on 
November  1,  February  1,  May  1,  and  August  1,  and  delinquent  on  December  1, 
March  1,  June  1,  and  September  1,  respectively.  Provides  for  delinquency  penal- 
ties of  10  per  cent  on  first  installment  and  of  5  per  cent  on  each  of  other  install- 
ments. 

Permits  all  real  property  taxes  to  be  paid  at  time  first  installment  is  due  and 
payable,  and  provides  for  discount  of  3  per  cent  to  be  deducted  from  total  amount 
so  paid. 

Changes  date  as  of  which  property  is  listed  in  delinquent  list  to  November  1. 
Reduces  present  graduated  redemption  penalties  from  10,  20,  30,  40,  50,  to  5, 
1i>.  15,  20,  25  per  cent,  respectively. 

A.B.  1530.  STANNARD.  Amends  Sec.  3.  Act  4747,  Roseberry  Act,  re  actions  for 
damages  by  employees  against  employers. 
Present  act  allows  employee  of  employer  who  is  under  the  act  to  bring  common 
law  action  against  employer  when  injured  by  employer's  personal  gross  negligence  or 
wilful  personal  misconduct.  Bill  would  allow  such  action  whenever  injury  caused 
by  negligence  of  employer. 

A.B.  1531.  STANNARD.    Amends  Sees.  12,  55,  Act  4749,  Workmen's  Compensa- 
tion, Insurance  and  Safety  Act  of  1917,  re  computation  of  employees' 
wages  in  proceedings  for  recovery  of  compensation. 
Deletes  provisions  for  different  computation  of  earnings  in  case  of  irregular, 
seasonal,  or  part  time  work,  putting  such  computation  under  same  rule  as  in  case 
of  regular  work  of  200  days  of  year. 

Allows  employee  option  of  bringing  court  action  under  Act  4747,  Roseberry 
Act,  in  lieu  of  proceedings  before  commission. 

A.B.  1532.  C.  RAY  ROBINSON.  New  act,  re  regulation  of  air  transportation 
by  Railroad  Commission. 

Provides  that  persons  operating  aircraft  for  transportation  "1  persons  or  prop- 
erty for  hire  "between  fixed  termini  over  a  route  entirely  within  this  State"  shall 
apply  to  the  Railroad  Commission  for  a  certificate  of  public  convenience  and  neces- 
sity for  such  operation;  persons  having  conducted  such  operations  from  April  1, 
1933.  until  effective  date  of  this  act  excepted.

adds  Sees.  6.470  to  6.479,  Sch.  C,  re  purchase  of  apparatus  and  supplies 
by  school  districts. 

Provides  that  districts  having  less  than  3000  pupils  in  average  daily  attendance 
must,  and  other  districts  may,  purchase  standard  school  supplies  and  equipment 
through  the  county  superintendent  of  schools,  according  to  rules  and  regulations 
of  State  Board  of  Education  as  supplemented  by  county  board  of  education.  Pres- 
ent law  applies  mandatory  rule  to  all  districts  governed  by  trustees. 

Provides  that  boards  of  districts  may  purchase  necessary  furniture  and

Provides  that  not  to  exceed  $5  per  pupil  in  average  daily  attendance  rather 
than  12$  per  cent  of  county  elementary  school  fund  may  be  transferred  to  school 
supply  revolving  fund  from  district  maintenance  fnnds  for  purchase  of  supplies  and 
equipment  hereunder. 
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A.B.  1534.  HALLNER.  Amends  Sec.  925 ;  repeals  Sec.  927,  F.  and  G.  C,  thereby 
prohibiting  use  of  purse  and  round  haul  nets  in  districts  18,  19,  20A 
and  21 

A.B.  1535.  ROBERTS.    Adds  Sec.  147a,  Pol.  C,  re  arrest  of  insane  persons. 
Skeleton  bill. 

A.B.  1536.  SCUDDER.    Adds  Sec.  484.5:  amends  Sec.  665;  repeals  Sees.  863 
and  887,  F.  and  G.  C,  re  sale  of  fish  and  use  of  nets. 
Prohibits  commercial  fishing  entirely  in  the  Klamath  River,  and  the  sale  of 
fish  caught  in  the  Klamath  River  district  or  the  Smith  River. 

A.B.  1537.  ROBERTS.  Amend  Sees.  2,  3  and  4  of  the  Personal  Property  Brokers' 
Act,  Act  5825,  re  interest  and  charges  of  personal  property  brokers. 

Changes  permissible  charge  on  a  loan  or  forbearance  of  money  from  3}  per  cent 
to  1  per  cent  per  month.

G.  C.|  re  sardines. 

Provides  that  Fish  and  Game  Commission  may  prescribe  total  amount  of 
sardines  to  be  taken  yearly  in  any  district  or  area  and  prescribes  percentage  of 
said  amount  that  must  be  canned  or  otherwise  preserved.

Provides  that  if  monthly  interest  charge  is  less  than  fifty  cents,  one  may  charge 
fifty  cents  until  the  interest  duo  equals  said  sum,  and  thereafter  borrower  shall  pay 
interest  at  the  rate  specified  in  said  section  (3%).

Deletes  provision  allowing  a  person  not  a  lawyer  to  practice  in  justice  and 
police  courts.

1,  Act  1970,  re  punishment  for  manufacture, 
sale,  carrying  of  certain  dangerous  weapons. 

Provides  that  manufacture,  importation,  sale,  lending,  or  possession  of  black- 
jack, billy,  sling  shot,  sandbag,  metal  knuckles,  carrying  concealed  explosives  other 
than  ammunition,  or  carrying  concealed  dagger  or  dirk,  is  felony  punishable  by 
imprisonment  in  State  prison  not  over  five  years  or  "by  fine  not  over  $5,000,  or  by 
both."

A.B.  2126.  MARTIN.    Adds  Sec.  786c,  Prob.  C,  re  exchange  of  real  property 
belonging  to  an  estate. 
Allows  exchange  of  real  property  after  a  hearing  before  the  court  by  executor 
or  administrator. 

A.B.  2127.  MARTIN.  Amends  See.  1530,  adds  Sec.  1540,  Prob.  C,  re  exchange 
of  ward's  property. 

Allows  guardian  to  exchange  property  of  a  ward,  subject  to  confirmation  or 
direction  by  the  court,  and  after  a  hearing,  to  make  the  conveyance  to  effectuate 
such  exchange.

Santa  Barbara  County. 
Partial  skeleton  bill. 

A.B.  2198.  BLISS.    Amends  Sec.  16x16,  Act  9204,  re  salaries  office  of  sealer  of 
weights  and  measures,  Santa  Barbara  County,  sixteenth  class. 
Partial  skeleton  bill.

Provides  that  orders  for  production  of  prisoners  in  court  shall  be  signed  by  the 
magistrate  or  judge  and  sealed  with  the  seal  of  the  court.

A.B.  2211.  BOSS.    New  act,  re  subrogation  of  liens.

C,  re  Department  of 
Motor  Vehicles  and  the  organization  thereof. 
Skeleton  bill. 

A.B.  2213.  BOSS.    Amends  Sec.  360c,  Pol.  C,  re  California  highway  patrol. 
Skeleton  bill. 

A.B.  2214.  ROSS.    Amends  See.  3764,  Pol.  C,  re  delinquent  tax  list. 

Provides  that  delinquent  list  need  not  show  persons  or  property  delinquent  if 
such  properly  has  been  published  in  said  list  at  any  time  during  four  preceding 
years  and  has  been  sold  to  State  and  not  redeemed  therefrom  ;  requires  such  property 
to  be  published  only  once  until  time  for  its  publication  in  addenda  to  delinquent 
tax  list,  five  years  after  date  of  sale  to  State.

Skeleton  bill. 

A.B.  2220.    NIELSEN.    Adds  Sec.  39a  to  Act  8199,  re  liability  for  injuries  due  to 
defective  sidewalks. 

Provides  that  property  owners  shall  be  jointly  liable  with  the  municipality  for 
injury  received  due  to  defective  sidewalks  adjacent  to  owner's  property  where  munici- 
pality is  liable  under  Sec.  39  of  the  act. 

A.B.  2221.  NIELSEN.    Amends  title  and  adds  Sec.  2a,  Act  5619,  re  joint  liability 
of  municipality  and  owner  of  property. 
Provides  owners  of  property  shall  be  jointly  liable  with  municipality  for 
injury  due  to  defective  sidewalks  adjacent  to  said  owners'  property  if  the  munici- 
pality is  liable  because  of  failure  to  repair  after  notice  of  defect.

O.,  re  probation  and  probation 
officers. 

Provides  that  probation  may  not  be  granted  for  conviction  of  "first  degree" 
robbery  or  burglary,  instead  of  any  robbery  or  burglary. 

Provides  as  additional  crimes  for  which  a  defendant  shall  be  denied  probation, 
the  crimes  of  incest,  crime  against  nature,  rape,  or  sex  perversion,  or  other  abuse 
of  a  child,  whenever  the  act  or  offense  is  performed  upon  or  with  a  child  unfler 
the  age  of  fourteen  years.

the  Division  of  Fish  and  (lame,  and  shall  not  be  leased  or  otherwise  alienated. 
Provides  for  payment  of  fee  for  oysters  taken  from  State  beds  for  purposes 

of  propagation. 

Provides  for  protection  of  oyster  beds  privately  owned ;  for  filing  of  claims 
on  unallotted  State  water  bottoms  for  such  beds;  for  posting  of  signs  and  markers 
thereon,  and  for  abandonment  thereof.

Present  law  authorizes  oyster  planting,  protects  occupant's  exclusive  right 
to  staked  beds,  provides  for  signs  on  staked  beds,  and  for  recording  of  rights  to  beds.

Eliminates  provision  allowing  use  of  spear  in  districts  2  and  2*  between 
November  1  and  last  day  of  February.    Provides  bag  limit  of  6  per  week. 

Repeals  Sec.  954,  F.  and  G.  C,  which  permits  use  of  trawl 
nets  in  districts  6  and  7.

Gives  sections  added  by  bill  short  title  "Unemployment  Insurance  and  Retire- 
ment Pensions  Act." 

Provides  for  setting  up  of  system  of  unemployment  relief,  administrated  by 
California  Workers'  Welfare  Board  through  Division  of  Unemployment  Relief  of 
Department  of  Industrial  Relat  ions,  both  created  by  bill. 

Board  consists  of  five  members  appointed  by  Governor  for  four  years,  setting 
terms  of  first  board  in  such  manner  as  to  stagger  expirations  at  yearly  intervals. 

Members  given  $10  per  diem  while  engaged  in  work,  together  with  traveling 
expenses.  Expenses  of  administration  of  act  to  be  borne  by  State.  Board  given 
all  powers  necessary  to  administer  act,  right  to  appoint  attorney,  accept  contribu- 
tions. Is  to  supersede  Division  of  State  Employment  Agencies  in  Department  of 
Industrial  Relations,  administer  any  other  welfare  activities  delegated  to  it  by 
law,  collect  taxes  levied  under  act.    Benefits  to  go  to  unemployed  residents  of  State. 
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Maximum  rates  of  unemployment  benefits  set  at  $7  a  week  for  unmarried 
person  without  dependents ;  $10  a  week  to  spouses  living  together  without  depend- 
ents ;  $2  added  to  above  maxima  for  each  dependent.  Not  more  than  26  weeks* 
relief  to  be  paid  to  any  beneficiary  in  one  year,  uniform  rate  of  payments  to  each 
class. 

Retirement  allowances  to  be  paid  according  to  State  of  retirement  fund. 

Unemployment  benefits  to  be  financed  by  tax  on  employers  at  rate  of  2\  per 
cent  of  pay  roll.  Equal  tax  to  be  deducted  from  employees'  compensation  to  finance 
retirement  allowances.  Retirement  allowances  to  go  to  persons  who  have  paid 
tax  over  set  period  of  years,  and  who  have  resided  in  State  25  years. 

Penalties  prescribed  for  violation  of  act. 

Appropriates  $450,000  for  administration  of  act  during  85th  and  86th  fiscal 
years. 

A.B.  2234.  SCUDDER.  Appropriates  $10,000  out  of  fish  and  game  fund  for  pay- 
ment of  damages  caused  by  closing  of  Klamath  River  to  commercial  fishing. 

A.B.  2235.  SCUDDER.  Appropriates  $10,000  out  of  fish  and  game  preservation 
fund  for  construction  of  jetties  at  mouth  of  Russian  River. 

A.B.  2236.  DEMPSTER.    Amends  Sec.  657,  C.  C.  P.,  re  new  trials. 

Adds  that  new  trial  shall  not  be  granted  upon  the  grounds  of  insufficiency  of 
evidence  to  sustain  the  verdict  where  the  evidence  is  conflicting  and  there  is  evidence 
upon  which  the  same  might  be  predicated. 

A.B.  2237.  DEMPSTER  (by  request).    Amends  Sec.  261.  C.  C.  P.,  re  court  com- 
missioners in  counties  having  a  population  of  900,000  or  over. 
Reduces  salary  of  the  eight  such  court  commissioners  from  $4,S00  to  $2,400. 
Adds  qualifications  that  each  such  commissioner  must  be  an  attorney. 

A.B.2238.  DEMPSTER  (by  request).  Amends  Sec.  110a,  C.  C.  P.,  re  justices  of 
the  peace  in  counties  of  the  first  class  (Los  Angeles). 

Provides  that  all  such  justices  of  the  peace  shall  receive  salary  of  $1,800. 

Deletes  provisions  for  regulating  classification  of  townships  and  the  method  of 
computing  the  population. 

A.B.  2239.  BOYLE.  Amends  Sec.  11,  Act.  5886,  re  filing  of  prescriptions  by 
pharmacists. 

Revises  provisions  concerning  filing  of  prescriptions  and  provides  that  they 
must  be  filed  in  order  received,  numbered,  dated,  and  kept  in  suitable  book  for  two 
years ;  book  to  be  open  to  inspection  of  prescriber  and  authorities  and  to  be  pro- 
duced on  court  order. 

Penalty  for  failure  to  comply :  $20. 

A.B.  2240.  KNOWLAND  (by  request).    New  act,  re  laundries. 

Requires  laundries  to  use  a  distinguishable  identification  mark  on  every  article 
washed,  which  mark  shall  be  registered  with  the  State  Bureau  of  Criminal  Identifi- 
cation and  Investigation. 

A.B.  2241.  BLISS.    New  act,  re  income  tax. 

Imposes  a  tax  upon  net  incomes  of  individuals  and  fiduciaries. 

On  first  $1,000,  1  per  cent ;  on  second,  2  per  cent ;  on  third,  3  per  cent ;  on 
fourth,  4  per  cent;  on  fifth,  5  per  cent;  on  net  income  in  excess  of  $5,000,  6  per  cent. 

Exempts  life  insurance,  gifts  or  bequests,  receipts  from  the  United  States,  acci- 
dent or  health  insurance  and  damages  received  for  personal  injuries,  personal 
exemption  of  $1,000 ;  head  of  the  family,  $2,000,  and  $200  for  each  dependent. 

Allows  deductions  for  business  expenses,  interest,  losses  sustained,  worthless 
debts  and  depreciation. 

Provides  for  levy,  collection  and  payment.  Act  to  be  administered  by  State 
Board  of  Equalization. 
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Credits  revenue  to  unemployment  relief  fund  2  per  cent  to  be  used  for  enforce- 
ment and  the  remainder  to  be  apportioned  among  counties  on  basis  of  number  of 
unemployed  adults  entitled  to  relief. 

A.B.  2242.  HORNBLOWER  and  GILMORE.    Amends  Sec.  412.  Pen.  C,  re  regu- 
lation of  prize  fights  and  amateur  boxing  contests. 

Prohibits  prize  fights  without  gloves,  or  wagering  on  any  boxing  contest  or 
prize  fight. 

Permits  dub  or  organization  to  hold  amateur  boxing  contest  of  not  over  three 
rounds  when  licensed  so  to  do  by  the  Athletic  Commission. 

A.B.  2243.  COBB.    Amends  Sec.  690,  C.  C.  P.,  re  property  exempt  from  execution 
or  attachment. 

Adds  to  exemptions  earnings  of  judgment  debtor  for  personal  services  not 
exceeding  $25  per  week.  Requires  before  issuance  of  writ  upon  earnings  of  judg- 
ment debtor  an  affidavit  on  behalf  of  creditor  showing  that  earnings  exceed  $25  per 
week,  and  if  debtor  married  that  earnings  levied  upon  are  for  services  rendered  prior 
to  30  days  before  such  levy. 

A.B.  2244.  CALLAHAN.    Amends  Sec.  6.  Act  3S14.  re  security  broker  s  bonds. 

Strikes  out  amount  now  prescribed  for  bond  of  security  brokers,  leaving  bill 
skeleton  as  to  this  amount. 

Changes  section  to  wording  prior  to  last  amendment,  by  deleting  express 
reference  to  installment  purchase  contracts  in  provisions  re  brokers'  bonds. 

AB.  2245.  C.  RAY  ROBINSON.    Amends  Sec.  19S,  C.  C.  P.,  re  jurors. 
Clarifies  language  in  subdivision  3  without  changing  the  meaning. 

A.B.  2246.  C.  RAY  ROBINSON.    New  act  re  care  of  feeble-minded  children. 

Provides  that  in  the  event  present  use  of  State  Narcotic  Hospital  is  discontinued, 
the  buildings  and  grounds  thereof  shall  be  used  by  Department  of  Institutions  for 
care  and  treatment  of  feeble-minded  children  under  10  years  of  age. 

A.B.  2247.  GILMORE.    New  act,  re  restraint  of  insurance  business.
